The chiefe goucrnment of the Britons, and ordering of the 
Cxſats com- warres, was then (by common aduice) committed to Caſsibelar, 
mentaries. li. ). hoſe Signiorie was ſeparated from the Cities towards the Sea- 
coaſt, by the Riuer called Thames, about 80. miles off from 
the Sea, This Caſsibelan in times paſt, had made continuall war 
ypon the Cities adioining , but the Britons being mooued with 


their Souereigne and General of the wars. Ceſar hauing know- 
ledge of their intent, marched with his Army to the Thames,in- 
TheRiver of do the Signiory of Caſcibilian. This River can be paſſed but on- 
1 3 ly in one place on foote, and that very hardly, W hen hee came 


in Cæſars on the other ſide of the River. Now was the banke ſticked full 
ume. of ſtakes, ſharpned at the fore end; and like wiſe other ſtakes (of 
the ſame making) were driuen into the Channell, and hidden 

with the water. Ceſar hauing vnderſtanding thereof, by his 

Priſoners and Run-awayes : Eat in his Horſeman before, and 

commanded his footmen to follow immediatly after them. But 


uing no more then their heads onely aboue the water: that 

the enemy beeing not able to withſtand the violence of the 

foot · men, and the men of Armes, forſooke the banke and 

tooke them to flight. Caſcibelan deſpairing of his good ſucceſſe,

the Romans inua ſion, had reſolued in that neceſſityto make him 


paſſed on foot thither, he ſawe a great power of his enemies in battaile array, 


the Romane Souldiers went with ſuch ſpeed and force, ha-

When the 
Romanes Horſemen ranged any thing freely abroad inte the 
fields for forrage, orto harriethe Country : he ſent his Waggo- * 
ners, by all wayes and pathes out ofthe Woods, vpon their men 
of Armes, and encountred with them to their great preiudice, His aduantage

not ſuffer his Horſe-men to ſtray any farreneſſe from his maine

This Caſcibelan in times paſt, had made continuall war 
ypon the Cities adioining , but the Britons being mooued with 
the Romans inua ſion, had reſolued in that neceſſityto make hin 
their Souereigne and General of the wars. Ceſar hauing know - 
ledge of their intent, marched with his Army to the Thames, in-

OED 5 ly in one place on foote, and that very hardly. W hen hee came 
paſſed on foot thither, he ſawe a great power of his enemies in battaile array, 
in Cæſars on the other ſide of the River. Now was the banke ſticked full 
time. of ſtakes, ſharpned at the fore end; and likewiſe other ſtakes (of 
the ſame making) were driuen into the Channell, and hidden 
with the water. Ceſar _—_ vnderſtanding thereof, by his 
Priſoners and Run-awayes : {ent in his Horſeman before, and 
commanded his foormen to follow immediatly after them.

beſides Sand witch in Kent, Verulamium, befides S. Albanes, 
in Hartfordſhire, Cilceſter in Hampſhire, Wroxceſter in Shrop- 
ſhire, Kenceſter in Herefordſhire, thz miles from Hereford 
towne, Ribceſter, 7. miles abone Prefton, on the water of Rib- 
le, Aldeburge a mile from Borrowbridge, oz Wathelingſtreet, 
on Vre Riner, and others.

tie, ſo that the Romanes would reſcue them out of the hands of 
their enemies. Mereupon, the Romanes ſent vnto them a Le⸗ 
gion ok armed Souldiers, which comming into this Jland, and 
encountring with the enemies; ouerthzew a great number of 
them, and dꝛaue the reſt out of the frontiers of ths Countrie. 
And ſo ſetting the Britaines at libertp,connſelled them to make 
a wall, extending all along betweene the two ſeas, which might 
be of fozce to keepe out their euill neighbours, and then retur- 
ned home with great triumph. The Britaines wanting Pa- Britaines vn- 
ſons, builded that Mall, not of ſtone(as they were aduiſed) but r _ 
made it of turte, and that ſo flender ; that it ſeruev little oz no- nc. 
thing at all foz their defence. And the enemp perceiuing , that 
the Romane Legion was returned home, fozthwith arriued 
out of their boates, inuaded the bozders, onercame the country, 
and {as it were) bare downe all that was befoze them. 

Whereupon, Amballadozs were eftſoones diſpatched to 
Rome, lamentably beſeeching, that they would not ſuffer their 
miſerable Country to be vtterly deſtroied. Then againe, anos 
ther Legion was ſent , which comming on a ſodaine ; made a 
great flaughter of the enemy, and chaſed him home, euen to his 
owne country.

And that this Citie was then ſrongly walled, map appears 
by diners accidents, wherof William of Malmesberie hath, that 


about the peare of Chꝛiſt 994. the Londoners did ſhut vp their 
gates, and defended their King Ethelred, within their walles as 


gainſt the Danes. 

In the peere 1016. Edmond Ironſide, reigning ouer the 
weſt Saxons , Canutus the Dane, bzinging his Naup vnto the 
weſt part of the bꝛidge; did caſt a trench about the Citte of Lon- 
don, and then attemptev to haue won it by aſſault: but the Ci⸗ 
tizens repulſed him, and dzaue them from their walles. 

Alſo,in the yere 105 2. Carle Goodwin, with his Nauy ſap⸗ 
led vp by the South end of the Bꝛidge, and ſo aſſapled the walls 
of this Citie. 

William Fitzſtephen, in the reigne of Bing Henry the ſe⸗ 
cond, wziting of the wals of this Citie, hath theſe woꝛds: The 
Wall is high and great , well towred on the North fade, with 
due diſtances betweene the Towres. On the Southſide alſo, the 
Citie was walled and towred: but the fiſhfull riuer of Thames, 
with his ebbing and flowing, hath long ſince ſubuerted them. 

By the Poꝛthſide, he meaneth from the riuer of Thames in 
the eaſt, to the riner of Thames in the welt, foꝛ ſo ffretched the 
wall in his time, and the Citie being farre moꝛe in length from 
Caſt to Weft, then in bꝛedth, from South to Nozth; and alſo 
narrdwer at both ends, then in the middeſt, is therfoze compal. 
{ed with the wall on the land ſide, in foꝛme of a bow,ercept den⸗ 
ting in betwixt Creplegate, and Alderſgate. But the wall on 
the Southſive, along by the riuer of Thames, was ſtraight, as 
the firing of a bow, and all furniſhed with Towzes oz Bul⸗ 
warks,(as we now terme them / in due diſtance euery one from 
other, as witneſſeth our Authour, and our ſelues map behold 
foz the land ſide. This may ſuffice fo2 pꝛofe of a wal, and foꝛme 
thereofabout this Citie, and the ſame to haue been of great an- 
tiquitie, as any other within this Nealme.

ſed the wals of this City, which were ſoꝛe decaied and deſtitute 
of Towers and Towꝛets, to bee repaired in moze ſcemly wiſe 
then befoze, at the common charges of the Citie. Allo, in the 
peere 128 2. King Edward the firſt, hauing granted to Robert 
Kilwarby, Arch- biſhop of Canterbury, licence foz the enlarging 
of the blacke Friers Church, to bzeake and take downe apart 
of the wall of the City, from Ludgate to the river of Thames: 
He alſo granted to Henry Waleis, Paioz, and the Citizens of 
London, the fanour to take toward the making of the wall, and 
incloſure of the City, certaine tuſtomes, oz toll, as appeareth 
by his graunt. This wall was then to be made from Ludg te, 
weſt to Fleetbridge, along behinde the houſes, and along by the 
water of the Fleete, onto the river of Thames. Moꝛeouer, in the 
yere 1310, Edward the ſecond commanded the Citizens, to 
make vp the wall already begun, and the Tower at the end of 
the ſame wall, within the water of Thames, nere vnto the 
blacke Friers, dt. 1322. The ſecond of Edward the 3. the 
walls of this Citie were repaired. It was alſo granted by king 


Richard the ſecond, in the tenth of his reigne, that a toll ſhould Patent. 


be taken of the wares, ſold by land 02 by water (foꝛ ten pteres) 
towards the repairing of the walls,and cleanſing of the ditch as 
bout London. In the 17. of Edward the fourth,Ralfe Ioſeline, 
Maioꝛ, tauſed part of the wall about the Citie of London, to bee 
repaired, to wit, betwirt Ealdgate, and Alderſgate, Vee alſo 
cauſed the Poꝛe⸗ſield to be ſearched foz clap, and Bꝛicke there- 
of to be made, and burnt: he likewiſe cauſed chalk to be bꝛought 
out of Kent, and to be burnt into lime in the ſame Pooze-fiely, 
fa; moze furtherance of the wozke. Then the Skinners, to 
begin in the Eaſt, made that part of the wall, betwixt Ealdgate 
and Buries markes towards Biſhopſgate, as may appeare by 
their armes in thꝛee places fired there. The Paioz , with his

Rouſe, and (after him)by Raphael Holinſhed, J find thus wꝛit- 
ten: In Anno 1477. by the diligence of Ralph Ioſſeline, Paioz 
of London, the wall about London was new made, betwixt 
Algate and Creplegate. Ye cauſed the Boze-fields to be ſear: 
ched fo2 clay, and Bꝛicke to be made and burnt there. Pe cau⸗ 
ſed chalke alſo to be bzought ont of Kent, and in the ſame Poeoze- 
fields to bee burnt into lime, onelp fo; the furtherance of that 
wozke. The Maioꝛ, with his company of the Dzapers, made 
al that part, betwixt Biſhopſgate and Alhallowes Church in the 
ſame wall. Biſhopſgate it (elf was new built, by the Merchants 
Almanes of the Stilliard. And from Alhallowes Church in the 
wall toward Mooregate, à great part of the ſame builded 
of the gods, and by the Executoꝛs of Sir Iohn Crosby, ſome⸗ 
times an Alderman, and Maioꝛ of London, as map appeare by 
his Armes theron fixed in two places. The Company of Skins 
ners made that part of the wall, betweene Aldgate and Buries 
marks, towards Biſhopſgate : ag may appeare by their Armes 
in thz places fixed. The other Companies of the Citie made 
the other deale of the wall: which was a great wozke to be done 
in one peere.

Then was there thꝛee pꝛincipall Fountaines, oz Welles in 
the other Suburbs, to wit, Holy-wel, Clements Well, and 
Clarkes Mell.

ly, Chancellour of England, cauſed a part of the Citie wall;

bꝛidge, at the noꝛth end ofthe Dzaw-bzidge. This tower 
was new begun to be builded, in the yeere 1426. Iohn Reyn- 


well Paioz of London layd one of the firſt cozner ſtones, in the 


foundation of this woꝛk, the other thꝛer were lapd by the She- 
riffes and Bꝛidge-maſters; vpon euerp of theſe foure ſtones 
was ingrauen in faire Romane letters, the name of Iheſus. 
And theſe ſtones J haue ſcene lapd in the Bꝛidge Sto2e-houſe, 
fince they were taken vp, when that tower was of late newly 
made of timber. 

This gate and tower was at the firſt Monawy bailded bp of 
ſtone, and fo continued vntill the peere 1577. in the Poneth of 
Aprill, when the ſame ſtone arched gate, and tower being decat- 
od, was begun to be taken downe, and then were the heads of 
the Traptozs remoued thence, and ſet on the tower oner the 
gate, at the bzidge fote , towards Southwarke.

| Nthe weſt part of this Citie ( ſapth Fitzſtephen) are two 

molt ſtrong Caſtels, tc. Aliſo Geruaſius Tilbery, in the reign Baynards 

of Henry the ſecond, waiting of theſe Caſtels hath to this effec: Caſlell. 
Two Caſtels, ſapth he, are built with walls and rampires, wher- 3 
of one is in right of poſſeſſion, Baynardes ; the other, the Ba Ws 
rons of Mountfitchet. The firſt of theſe Caſtels, banking on 
the riuer Thames, wns called, Baynards Caſtell, of Baynard a 
Noble-man, that came in with the Conqueroꝛ, and then buil⸗ 
ded it, and deceaſed in the reigne of William Rufus: after 
whoſe deceaſe Geffrey Baynard ſucceeded, and then William 
Baynarq, in the peere 1111. who by fozfeiture fo2 felonie, loſt 
his Baronrp of little Dunmow, and King Henry gaue it whol- 
ly to Robert, the ſonne of Richard, the ſon of Giiberr of Clare, 
and to his heires together with the honoz of Baynards Caſtel, 
This Robert married Maude de Sent Licio, Lady of Bradham, 
and deceaſed 1134. was buried at Saint Needes by Gilbert of 
Clare his father: Walter his ſonne ſucteeded him, he tocke to 
wife Matilde de Bocham, and after her deceaſe , Matilde the 
daughter and cohepꝛe of Richard de Lucy, on whom he begate 
Robert, and other: he deceaſcd in the peere, 1198. and was bu- 
ried at Dunmow, after whom ſucceeded Robert Firzwater, a 
valiant Knight, About 
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Lib. Dunmow. About the peere 1213. there aroſe a great diſcozd betwirt 
King lohn and his Barons, becauſe of Matilda, ſurnamed the 
faire, daughter to the ſaid Robert Firz water, whom the King 
vnlawfully loued, but could not obtaine her, noꝛ her father 
would conſent therunto: wherupon, and foz other like cauſcs,

Ik any therefoze be taken in his ſokemanrie, hee ought to 
haue his Stockes and impꝛiſonment in his ſoken, and he ſhall 
be bzought from thence to the Guild-hall befoze the Paioz,and 
there they ſhall pꝛouide him his iudgement that ought to be gi⸗ 
uen of him: but his tudgement ſhall not be publiſhed, till hee 
tome into the Court ot the ſaid Robert, and in his libertie. 
And the iudgement ſhall be ſuch, that if he haue deſerued death 
by treaſon, he to be tied to a poſt in the Thames at a god wharf, 
where boates are faſtened, two ebbings two flowings of the 
water. And ik he be condemned foz a tommon Thief, he ought 
to be led to the Elmes, and there ſuffer his iudgement as other 
theenes. And (s the ſayd Robert and his heires hath honour, 
that hee holdeth a great Franches within the Citie, that the 
Paioz of the City and Citizens are bound to doe him of right. 
that is to ſay, that when the Paioz will hold a great counſaile, 
he ought to call the ſai. Robert and his hepꝛes, to be with * f 
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in counſaile of the Citie; and the ſaid Robert ought to beg 
ſwoꝛne, to be of counſaile with the Citp againſt all people, ſas 
uing the King and his heires, And when the {aid Robert 
commeth to the Vuſtings in the Guild-hall ofthe Citie, the 
Paio! 02 his Lieutenant ought to riſe againſt him, and ſet him 
downs neere vnto him, and lo long as he is inthe Guild-hall, 
al the iudgements ought to be giuen by his mouth, accoꝛzding to 
the Reco2d of the Recozders of the ſaid Guild-hall. And ſo ma⸗ 
ny waifes as come, ſo long as he is there, he ought to giue them 
to the Bapliffes of the Towne,oz to whom he wil, by the coun⸗ 
ſaile of the Maioꝛ of the Citie. 

Theſe bee the Francheſes that belonged to Robert Fitz- 
water, in London in time of peace, which foz the antiquitie 
thereof, J have noted out of an old Reco2d, 

This Robert deceaſed in the peere 1305. leauing iſſue, 
Walter Fitzrobert, who had iſſue Robert Firzwalter , vnto 
whom, in the pere 13 20. the Citizens of London acknowled- 
ged the right, which they ought to him and his heyzes foz the 
Caſtell Baynard. Yee deceaſed 1325. vnto whom ſucceeded, 
Robert Firzrobert, Fitzwalter, cc. Moze of the Logd Firzwal- 
ter map pee read in my Annales in the 5 1. of Edward the third, 
But how this honour of Baynards Caſtell (with the appurte- 
nances) fell from the poſſeſſion of the Fitzwaters, J haue not

King Edward the third, in theſecor:d yeere of his reigne,gaue 
vnto William de Ros, of Hamelake in Yorkeſhire, a Tower vpon 
the water of Thames, by the Caſtell Baynard , in the Citie of 
London, which Tower his Father had builded, he gaue the ſaid 
Tower and appurtenances to the ſayd William Hamelake, and 
his heyres, for a Roſe yeerely to be paid for all ſeruice due, &c. 
This Tower as it ſeemeth to mee, was ſince called Legates 

Inne, the 7. ol E. the fourth.

He next Tower oz Caſtle, banking alſo on the Kiuer of 

Thames, was (as is afoze ſhewed ) called Mountfiquits 
Caſtle, velonging to a Noble man, Baron of Mounrfiquir, the 
firſt builder therof, who came in with William the Conqueroꝛ, 
and was afterward named, William le Sir Mountfiquit. This 
Caſtle he builded in a place, not far diſtant from Baynards, to- 
wards the Weſt. The ſame William Mountfiquit liued in the 
reigne of Henry the firſt, and was witneſſe to a Charter then 
granted to the City foz the Sheriffes of London. Richard 
Mountfiquit liued in Ring Iohns time, and in the peere, 1213. 
was by the lame king baniſhed the Realme into France, when 
(peraduenture) king Iohn cauſed his Caſtle of Mountfiquit, a- 
mongl other Caſtels of the Barons, to be ouerthzowne. The

Cheſters Inne, 
ers Inne, foz the neereneſſe to the Biſhop of Cheſters houſe, 3 Strand * 
but moze commonly termed Strand Inne, foz that it ſtood in „ten Pare 
Strand ſtreet, and neere vnto Strand. bzivge without Temple gandech Som- 
barre, in the liberty of the Dutchie of Lancaſter. This Inne merlet Houle. 
of Chancery, with other houſes neere adiopning, were pulled | 
downe in the reigne of Edward the ſixt, by Edward Duke of . 
Sommerſet, who in plate thereof raiſed that large and beauti⸗ 
full houſe, but pet vnfiniſhed, called Sommerſet houſe. 

There was moꝛeouer, in the reigne of Ring Henrie the 6, 

a tenth houſe of Chancerp, mentioned by Juſtice Forteſcue, in 
his booke of the lawes of England: but where it ſtood, oꝛ when 
it was abandoned, J cannot finde, and therefoze 4 will leaue 
it, and returne to the reſt. 

The houſes of Court be repleniſhed, partly with pong Houcs oc 
ſtudents , and partly with Graduates and pꝛactiſers of the Court what 
law: but the Jnnes of Chancery,being(asit were)p2ouinces, they be. 
ſcuerally ſubiected to the Innes of Court, be chiefly furniſhed 
with Dfficers, Atturneys, Solliciters and Clarkes, that fol- 
low the Courts of the Kings Bench oz.Common Pleas. And 
pet there want not ſome other, beeing poung ſtudents, that Some ſtudents 
tome thither ſometimes from one. of the Uniuerſities, and comming from 
ſometimes immediately from Grammar ſchooles , and theſe 3 
hauing ſpent ſometime in ſtudping, vpon the firſt elements 
and grounds of the law, and hauing perkozmed the exerciſes 
of their own hauſes (called Boltas Moores, and putting of cas 
ſes) they pꝛoteed to be admitted, and become ſtudents in ſome 
af theſe foure houſes 02 Innes of Court, where continuing 
by the ſpace of ſeuen peres, oz thereabouts, they frequent rea» 
dings, meetings, boltings, and other learned exerciſes, wher- qꝗ— 
vy growing ripe in the knowledge of the lawez, and appꝛoued engen 
withall, to be of honeſt conuerſation, they are either by the ge- cording to 
nerall conſent of the Benchers, oꝛ Readers (being of the moſt their deler- - 
ancient, graue, and iudiciall men of euery Inne of the Court, ung.

Ok theſe, after that they bee called to a further ſep of pꝛe- 
ferment, called the Bench, there are twaine ( every peere) 
choſen among the Benchers of euerie Inne of Court, to be 
Readers there, who doe make their readings at two times in 
the peere alſo: that is, one in Lenk, and the other at the be- 
ginning of Auguſt. 

And fo2 the help of poung Students in enerp ofthe Innes 
of Chauncery,they do likewiſe choſe out of euerp one Inne of 
Court a Reader , beeing no Bencher, but an Viter Barrcfter 
there, of 10. 92 12. peeres continuance , and of god p2ofite in 
ſtudie. Now from theſe of the ſapd degree of Counſellers, oz 
Vtter Barreſters, hauing continued therein the ſpace of four-

Aiſo I reade in diuers recoꝛds, that (of 
old time) No Woad was ſtowed or harbored in this City, but 
all was preſently fold in the ſhips, except by licence purchaſed 
of the Sheriffes ; till of moze later time, to wit, in the peere 
1236, Andrew Bokerell, being Batoz, by aſſent of the pzinci- 
pall Citizens, the Parchants of Amiens, Nele and Corby, 
purchaſed letters enſealed with the conumon ſeale of the City, 
that they when they come , might harbozow their Moades, 
and therefoze ſhould gine the Paioz enery peere 50. Parks 
ffarling, And the ſame pere, they gaue a 100. l. towards the 
conuaping of water from Tyborne to this Citie, as already 
hath bin related.

on hozſebacke. It followed in the next peere, that the ſaid Bing 
Richard, who tooke to wife Anne, daughter to the Bing of 
Riding in fide Boheme, that then was, firſt bꝛought hither the riding vpon 
faddles, hat fide Daddles, and ſo was the riding in Whirlicoates and Cha- 
were wont to xiots foꝛſaken; except at Coꝛonations and ſuch like ſpertacles, 
— — But now of late peeres, the bſe of Coaches, bꝛought out of 
Coaches, Germanie, is taken vp, and made ſo tommon, as there is nei- 
ther diſtinction of time, no2 difference of perſons obſerued:foz 
the woꝛld runs on wheeles with many ,-whoſe parents were 
glad to go on foote.

Such a Pꝛelate was Ethelwald, Biſhop of Wincheſter , 
in the reigne of king Edgar, about the peere of Chꝛiſt, 963. 
He, in a great famine , ſolde awap all the ſacred veſſels cf his 
Church, foꝛ to relieue the almoſt ſtarued people, ſaping: That 
there was no reaſon, that the ſenſeleſſe Temples of God ſhould 
abound in riches, and liuely Temples of the holy Ghoſt to lack 
it. 

Walter de Suffilde, Biſhop of Norwich, was of the like 
mind, about the peere 1245. In a time of great dearth , he ſold 
all his plate, and diſtributed it to the poze enerp pennp⸗woꝛth. 

Robert Winchelſey, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, about the 
peere 1293. beſides the daily fragments of his houſe, gaue e- 
uery Friday and Sunday vnto euery begger that came ts his 
gate, alofe of bꝛead ſufficient foz that day,and there moꝛe bſu- 

ally, euerie ſuch Almes dap in time of dearth, to the number of 
ooo. and otherwiſe 4000. at the leaſt. Poze, he vſed enerp 
great Feſtiuall day, to giue x50. pence to ſo many pooze peo⸗ 
ple,andſent dailp meate, bzead, and dzinke, to ſuch as by age, 
o2 ſicknes, were not able to fetch his almes, and did ſend meat 
money and apparell to ſuch as he thought needed it.

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fire. al the poꝛe and nerdy childꝛen that could be found, and the 
kings childꝛen being weighed and mealured, their weight 
and meaſure to be diſtributed fo2 their god eſtates. Thele few 
cramples fo; charitie of kings map ſuffice. 

T rcade in the reigne of Edward the third, that Richard de Richard de 
Bertie, Bishop of Durham, did werkely beſtow fox the relicfe Ber, B. «4 
of the pooꝛe, eight quarters of wheate made into bead, beſides Durham. 
his almes diſh, fragments of his houſe, and great ſummes of 
mony giuen to the poꝛe when he tournicd. And that theſe 
Almes diſhes were as well vſed at the Tables of Noble men, 
as of the Pꝛelates, one note may ſuffice in this place. 

I read in the peere 1452. that Richard Duke of Yorke, then 0 ge 
claiming the Crown, the L. Riuers ſhould haue paſſed the Sea ger, ales. 
about the Kings buſines, but ſtaping at Plimmouth til his mo: d ih, contamed 
nep was ſpent,and then ſending ſoꝛ moꝛe: the D. of Sommer- a great quan- 
ſer ſent him the image of S. George in ſiluer and gold, to bee t lust. 
ſolde, with the almes diſh cf the D. of Gloccſter, which was 
alſo of great p2ice, fo2 coyne had they none. 

To end the Oꝛders and Cuſtomes in this Citie: as alſo of 
great families kept bp honourable perſons thither repairing, 
and of charitable almes of old time giuen: A ſap fo2 concluſt- 
on that all noble perſons,and other of honour and woꝛſhip, in 
foꝛmer times lodging in this Citie, 02 liberties thereof, did 
without grudging, beare their parts in charges with the Citi⸗ 
zens,acco2ding to their eſtimated cſtates, as J haue befoze ſaid 
aͤnd could pꝛoue it by examples. But let men call to mind Sir 
Thomas Cromwell, then L. pꝛiup Seale, and Uicar generall, Th. Cromwell 
lping in the City of London, he bare his charges to the great at che great 
muſter there, conſiſting of x 5000, beſide Wiffelers and other wufter. 
waiters, all in bzight harneſfe, with coates of white ſilke oz 
tloth, and chaines of golde, in thꝛee great battailes. 

In Anno 1539. Be ſent his men (in great number) to the 
iles end; and after them their armour in Carres, with their 
Coates of white cloth, and the Armes of this Citp, to wit, a 
red Crofle, and a \wozd on the bꝛeſt and backe, which Armoꝛ 
and Coats they ware amongſt the Citizens, without any dik⸗ 
ferente, and marthed thꝛough the City to Weſtminſter.

rine his wife, actompanied with many Loꝛds and Ladies, rode 
a Paying krom Greenwitch to the high ground of Shooters- 
hill, whereas thep paſſed by the way, they eſpied a companp of 
tall Peomen cloathed all in Greene , with greene whoods, and 
Robin Hood with bowes and arrowes, to the number of 200. One beeing 
And his men their Chieftaine, was called Robin Hood » who required the 
mot beſore King and all his company to tap and ſ& his men ſhote: wheres 
the King, unto the king granting, Robin Hood whiſtled, and all the 200. 
Archers ſhot off, loftug all at once, and when hee whiſtled a⸗ 
gaine, thep likewiſe ſhot againe , their arrowes whiſt'ed 
by craft ofthe head, lo that the nopſe was ſtrange andloud, 
which greatly delighted the King, Qucen, and their Companp. 
MPoꝛeouer, this Robin Hood deſired the Bing and Queene 
with their retinne , to enter the grerne Mood, where, in Ar- 
bours made with boughes, and decked with flowers, they 
were ſet and ſerued plentifully with veniſon aud wine, by 
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Robin Hood and his meynp, to their greatcontentment, and 
had other Pageants and Paſtimes, as pe may reade in my ſaid 
Authour. 

I finde alſo , that in the Poneth of May, the Citizens of 
London (of all effates ) lightly in enerp Pariſh, oꝛ ſometimes 
two oz thꝛee Pariſhes toining together, had their ſenerall 
Mapings, and did fetch in Payp-poles , with diuers warlike 
ſhewes, with god Archers, Pozice-dauncers, and other de- 
uices fo paſtime all the day long: and towards the Euening, 
they had Stage-plapes and Bonefiers in the ſtreets. 

Df theſe Papings, wee reade in the reigne of Henry the 
ſirt, that the Aldermen and Sheriffes of London, beeing on 
May dap at the Biſhop of Londons Wood in the pariſh of Ste- 
bunheath , and hauing there a wo2ſhipfull dinner foz them 
ſelues and other commers, Lydgate the Poet, that was a 
Monke of Bury, ſent ts them by by a Purſiuant a iopfull com⸗ 
mendation ok that ſeaſon, containing ſixteene ſtaues in meter 
Royall, beginning thus:

Knights oz Souldiers, welbeloued to the Ring 
and Realme, fo2 ſeruites by them done, who requeſted to haue 
a certaine poꝛtion of land on the Caſt part of the Citie, beeing 
left deſolate aud foꝛſaken by the Jnhabitants, by reaſon of to 
much ſeruitude. They beſonght the Bing to haue this land, 
with the liberty of a Guilde foz euer. The Ring granted to 
their requeſt, with conditions following, to wit, That each 
of them ſhould victoziouſly accompliſh thꝛee Combates; one as 
boue the ground;one vnder ground, and the third in the water. 
And after this, at a tertaine dap in Ealk Smithfield, thep 
ſhould runne with Speares againſt all commers; all which 
was gloziouſly perfoꝛmed, and the ſame dap the King named 
it Knighten Guild, and ſs bounded it, from Ealdgate, tothe 
place where the varres now are toward the Caſt, on both the 
ſides of the ſtreet, and extended it towards Biſhopſgate in the 
Nozth, vnto the houſe then of V VIliam. Presbiter, afterward. 
of Jeffrey Tanner, and then of the heires of Coluer; after that 
of Iohn Faſeby, but ſince of the Ko Bourchier, tt. And again, 
towards the South, vnto the Niuer of Thames, and ſo far in⸗ 
to the water, as a Hoꝛſeman entering the ſame, might ride at 
a low water, and thꝛow his Speare.

Theſe knights had as then none other Charter by all the 
dapes of Edgar, Ethelred, and Cnutus, vntill the time of Ed- 
ward the Confeſſoꝛ, whom the heires of thoſeKnights humblp 
beſought to confirme their liberties: whereunto be graciouſlp 
granting, gaue them a deede thereof, as appeareth in the boke

After this, king 
VVilliam, the ſon of V Villiam the Conqueroz, made a confir- 
mation of the ſame liberties, vnto the heyꝛes of thoſe knights, 
in theſe woꝛds:

Caſt from this Pariſh Church, there are certaine faire 
Innes, fo2 receipt of Trauellers repairing to the Citie, vp to 


wards Hog-lane end, ſomewhat within the Barres, and a Hogge lane. 


marke there ſhewing, how farre the liberties of the City doe 
extend. 

This Hogge lane ſtretcheth Nozth toward ©. Mary Spit- 
. tle, without Biſhopſgate , and within theſe 40. peres , had 
(on both ſides) faire hedge-rowes of Elme trees, with Bꝛid⸗ 
ges and eaſie Stiles to paſſe ouer into the pleaſant fieldes, ve- 
rp commodious foz Citizens therein to walke, ſhoote, and o- 
therwiſe to recreate and. refreſh their dulled ſpirits , in the 
ſweete and wholſome apze, which is now (within few peeres) 
made a continuall building thzonghout , of Garden houſes, 
and mall Cottages: and the fields on either fide be turned 
to Garden plots, Tenter-pards, Bowling Allpes and 
like; from Hounds - ditch in the Meſt, ſo far as VVhite Ch 
pell, and further towards the Caſt. 

On the South ſide of the High · wap from Ealdgate, were 
ſome few tenements, thinly ſcattered here and there, with mas 
ny vopd ſpaces betweene them vp to the Barres. But now 
that ſtreete is not onely fully repleniſhed with buildings out⸗ 
ward, and alſo peſtered with diners Allpes, on either fide to 
the Barres; but to VVhite Chappell and beyond. 


Among the which late buildings, one, memozable foz the Warer-con- 
.commodity of that Eaſt part of this Citie, is a faire water dun at Ad- 
Conduit, hard without the Gate, the building whereof in the 


peere 153 5. Dir Iohn Allen being Paioz; two Fifteenes 
were granted by the Citizens foz the making, and laping of 
Pipes to conuey water from Hackney to that plate, and ſa that 
wozke was finiſhed.

From Aldgate Nozthweſf to Biſhop ſpate, lyeth the Ditch 
of the Citie, called Hounds ditch, becauſe that in olde time, 
when the ſame lay open, much filth (conuaied fo2th of the Ci- 
tie) eſpecially dead dogges were there lapd oz caſt : wherefoze 
(of later time) a mudde wall was made, tncloſing the Ditch, 
to keepe ont the laying of ſuch filth as had been accuſtomed, 

Ouer againſt this mudde wal, on the other fide of the fret, 
was a faire field,ſometime belonging to the P2tozp of the Tri⸗ 
nity , and ſince , by Sir Thomas Audley, gtuen ta Magdalen 
Colledge in Cambridge: this field (as all other about the Ci- 
tie) was incloſed, reſeruing open paſſage thereinto , foz ſuch 
as were diſpoſed.

Fun vpon examination of the matter, touching the ſapd 
Smith and Wikins, mentioned in pour Yonaurs letters, it 
appeareth vnto vs, that ſome controuerſie being between the 
Maioꝛ and Citizens, and the ſaid Lieutenant, touching a gar- 
den plot neere the ſapd Tower) one Ralph Gasken, ſeruant to 
the lapd Lieutenant, violently did dꝛaw fozth of the ſapd gar⸗ 
den, one Shapeley, ſeruant to the ſaid Wikins, then labouring 
there koz his ſaid Paſter, in ſuch violent manner, as thereby 

bloud was dzawne of him in ſeuerall places, and carried him 
to the Tower, and there kept him in pꝛiſon eight dapes, and 
that one Shawe, another of the Lieutenants ſeruants, was 
pꝛeſent with the ſapd Gasken apding him, but that he did not 
hurt the ſaid Shapeley; which Gasken and Shawe did detaine 
ſome of the apparell of the ſatd Shapeley, and yet doe foꝛ any 
thing knowne to vs. 

And that likewiſe one Payne was taken fo2th of the ſaid 
Garden, and carried to the Tower, and there impziſoned thzee

thereof , and payd him the fee duc therefoze. But fozthwith 
he wauld haue fo2ced the ſayd Smith to haue receiued the mo; 
ney againe and the Wit : which Smith refuſed to doe, pzays 
ing him not to be offended fo bzinging of her Paieſties Pꝛo⸗ 
tes. 

And thereupon P. Lieutenant ſaid he wonld put his Init 
in his pocket, as he had done manp, and ther with rubbed Smith 
on the cheekes, and thꝛeatned to impꝛilon him, if hee would

V tofore ariſen, and haue of late yeeres depended be. 
twixt the Lord Maior and Comminalty of the City of London 
on the one part, and the Lieutenant of her Maieſties Tower of 
Lardon, on the other part, touching matters of liberties, pre- 
ſcriptions, cuſtomes, and other claimes and pretences : by rea- 
ſoniwhereof,, and for lacke of order for ſtay of thoſe yariances 
and contentions, diuers tumults haue heretofore growne, and 
her Maieſties peace hath been many times in hazard to be dan- 


gerouſly 
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gerouſiy broken; whervpon,ſeuerall complaints haue bin here- 
tofore cxhibired to the Lords and others of her Maieſties moſi 
honourable Priuy Councell, by the L. Maior and Comminalty 
aforeſaid, againſt the ſaid Lieutenant, for divers iniuries allea- 

ed to be offered on his part to the Citizens of London, without 
order of la we or equitie; after conſideration had of which ſe- 
uerall complaints, it pleaſed their Lordſhips ( hauing care to 
procure an end of thoſe controuerſies, for auoidin g of inconue- 
niences that might enſue) by their honourable letters to giue 
order to Sir Chriſtoph, Wray, Knight, Lord chief Iuſtice of Eng- 
land, Sir Edmund Anderſon, Knight, L. chiefe Iuſtice of the com- 
mon Pleas, and to Sir Gilbert Gerrard Knight, M. of the Rolles, 
that they (calling the ſaid Lieutenant & the parties complaints 
before them) ſhould effectually heare and examine the contro- 
uerſies on both ſides) and certifie their Lordſhips what they 
ſhould find, together with their opinions touching the ſame, 
who hauing called the parties accordingly before them, and 
aduiſedly and with good deliberation ſundry times heard their 
Allegations and anſweres, aſwell by writing as by word, with 
counſel learned on all parts, haue ſignified their opinions of the 
ſaid controuerſies in writing, as hereafter followeth.

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In this lane of old time dwelled diners Strangers boꝛne of 
Genoa and thoſe parts, theſe were commonly called Galley- 
men, as men that came vp in the Gallies , b:ought vp wines 
and other Merchandiles, which they landed in Thames ſtreet, 
at a place called Galley Rey: they had a certaine copne of (il- 
ner amongſt themlelues which were half-pence of Genoa, and 
were calied Galley halfg-pence: Theſe halfe-pence were fo2- 
bidden in the riy. of Henry the 4.and againe by Parliament in 
the ii. of Heary the fift, it was enacted, that if any perſon

In this Hart-lane is the Bakers Hall, ſometime the dwel- Bakers Hall. 
ling houſe of Iohn Chichley, Chamberlaine of London, who 
was ſonne to William Chichley, Alderman of London, bꝛother 
to VVilliam Chichley, Archdeacon of Canterbury, Nephew to 
Robert Chichley, Matoz of London, and to Henry Chichley 
Archbiſhop of Canterburie. 

This Iohn Chichley ( ſapth Tohn Leyland) had foure and 
twenty childzen. Sir Thomas Kitrioll of Kent, after hee hav 
beene long p2iſoner in France, married Elizabeth, one of the 
Daughters of this Chichley,by whom he had this Chichleyes 
houſe. 

This Elizabeth, was ſecondly married to Sir Ralfe Aſhe 
ton, Knight Parſhall : and thirdly, to Sir Iohn Burchier, vn- 
cle to the late Burchier, Carle of Eſſex, but ſhe neuer had child. 
Edward Poynings made part with Burchier, and Elizabeth to 
haue Oſtenhanger in Kent, after their death, and entred into it 
they liuing.

Now, in regard that this Pariſh of S. Dunſtane is the laſt 
in our account) of Tower ſtreet ward, wee are to ſpeake of 
Gods bleſſings there to the pooꝛe, which J find to be vy.s. 3. d. 
euery Sunday thꝛough the peere, giuen in ready monp, befibe 
bꝛead and other gifts, acco2ding to the wills and diſpoſitions 
of Sir Richard Champion, and Pr. Alderman Heardſon, with 
Coales giuen beſide at certaine times. Mo2e,J finde, that one 
man hath giuen peerelp fo; euer, an whole Oxe, to be diſtribu⸗ 
ted by a quarter thereof quarterly, and a pecke of Oate-meale 
ther withal to the pooꝛe. But pet ſo diſcreetly ozdered, that they 
that haue the quarter of Beeke, and pecke of Oatemeale at 
one quarter, muſt tay till other pooꝛe be ſo ſerued, and that it 
tomes to their turne againe. Other charities there are which 
came in gifts of ready monep, and are accozdingly truly diſtcis 
buted. 

In the perambulation of this Pariſh, they goe firft ſo farre 
Nozth from the Church, as to the houſe next William Offing- 
ton, and thence returning, walke dawne on the Nozth ſide of 

Tower-ftreete, ſo karte as Mincheon-lane, and tc the houſe of 
M. Dumbelowe, next to Clothwozkers Hall, where they re- 


turne againe, and ſo goe on to the ſigne ol the Dolphine in 
Towre- ſtreet, 
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Tower-ftreet, being a Tauerne. There they croſſe the way, 
and goe downe the Meſt ſide onelp of Water-lane, and then 
walke along Thames-ſtreere, leaning the Cuſtome- houſe, paſ⸗ 
ſing on to Smarts - key; whence returning back into the Croſſe, 
Lane, ſo karre as Sir Chriſtopher Buckles houſe , now in the 
cuſtodie of Sir Iohn Lemman, Knight, and Lozy Maioz of 
London, thzp goe home to the place where they began. Meere 
A was fanonred by Paſter lohn Childerlay, Doctoz of Dints 
nitic, my wozthp good friend, and his diligent Dfficers. 

Now as concerning the two Church-lanes, thep meeting 
on the Southſide of this Church and Church-yard, doe topne 
in one: and running downe to the Thames-ſtrcete , the ſame 
is called Saint Dunſtans Hill: at the lower ende whereof the 
ſaid Thames-ſtreere (toward the Meſt, on both ſides almoſt 
to Belins-gate, but towards the Caſt vp to the Water-gate, 
by the Bulwarke of the Tower) is all of Tower-firet Ward, 
In this ſtreete on the Thames ſide, are diuers large landing 
places, called Wharffes, ozBeyes, fo2 Cranage vp of Mares 
and Marchandiſe, as alſo foz ſhipping of wares from thence to 
be tranſpozted.

On the Nozth ſive, as well as on the South of this Thames 
ſtreete, are many fapꝛe houſes, large fo2 ſtowage, builded ſoz 
Marchants, but towards the Taſtend thereof, namely,oucr as 
gainſt Galley Key, Wooll Key, and the Cuſtome-houſe , there 
haue been, ok old time, ſome large buildings of ſtone, the cuines 
whereof doe pet remaine, but the firſt builders and owners of. 
them are wozne out of memo2y:wherefoze the common people 
affirme Iulius Cæſar to be the builder thereof, as alſo of the 
Tower itſelfe ; but thereof J haue ſpoken alreadp. Dome are 
of another opinion, and that a moze likely,that this great tone 
building, was ſometime the lodging appointed fo2 the P2inces 
of Wales, when they repapꝛed to this Citie, and that therefoze Pri. *

Galley-men. ying none other wall from the ground to the roofe : thoſe 
3Boo2des not exceeding the length of a Clap-boozd, about an 
inch thicke, euerie booꝛd ledging ouer other, as ina Ship oz 
Gally nailed with Ship nailes called rugh, and clench, to wit, 
rough naples with bzoad round heads, and clenched on the o⸗ 
ther ſide with ſquare plates of iron. The roofe of this Yall 
is alſo wzought of the like boozd , and napled with rugh and 
clench, and ſeemeth as it were a Gallp, the Keele turned vp-

The ſayd Queene alſo gaue vnto the ſame Church, any 
thoſe that ſeryed God therein, the plot of Aldgate, and the 
Soke thereunto belonging, with all Cuſtomes ſo free as ſhee 
had held the ſame, and 25. li. Blanks, which ſhe had of the Ci⸗ 
ty ot Excefter, as appeareth by her deed, wherein ſhe nameth 
the houſe of Chriſts Church, and repozteth Aldgate to be of her 
De8maines, which ſhe granteth, with two parts of the rent of 
the City of Exceſter. Norman tooke vpon him to be P3ioz of 
Chriſts Church, in the peere of Chzift 1108. in the Pariſhes 
of ©. Mary Magdalen, S. Michael, S. Katherin, and the bleſ⸗ 
ſes Trinity, which now was made but one Pariſh of the holy 
— - ty, and was (in old time) of the holy Croſſe, oꝛ holy Rod 

ariſh. 

The Pꝛiozie was builded on a peete of ground in the pa- 
rilh of S. Katherin, towards Aldgate, Which lyeth in length

becauſe he would not deale with tempoꝛall matters,inſtituted 
Theobald Fitz Iuonis Alderman of Portſoken ward vnder 
him, and that William Riſing, P2io2 of Chriſts Church, was 
ſwozne Alderman of the ſaid Porcſoken ward, in the firſt of Ri- 
chard the ſetond. Theſe Pꝛioꝛs haue ſitten t ridden amongſt 
the Aldermen of London, in liuerp like vnto them, ſauing that 
his habite was in ſhape of a ſpirituall perſon, as I mp ſelke 
haue ſeene in my childhood: at which time, the Pzioz kept a 
moſt bountifull honſe of meate and d2inke , both fo rich and 
pooꝛe, aſwell within the houſe as at the gates, to all commers

the Pariſhioners of S. Katherine Chriſts Church, in exchange 
foz their Imall Partſh Church, minding to haue pulled it 
downe, and to haue builded there towards the ſtreet : But the 
Pariſhioners hauing doubts in their heads of after clappes, 
refuſed the offer. 

Then was the Pꝛiozp Church and feeple p2oferred to 
whomſoener would take it downe, and carrie it from the 
ground; but no man would vndertake the offer.

cus mar des. the dillolution of the Abbey of Burp, to Thomas Heneage the 

father, and to Dir Thomas his ſonne. Then next vnto it, is the 

befoze-(poken Pꝛiozie of the holp Trinity, to wit, the 

weſt and no2th part thereof, which ſtretcheth vp to Caldgate, 
where we ficlt begun. 

Now in the ſecond wap from Ealdgate, moꝛe toward the 
ſouth, from the Mell oz Pumpe afozeſaid,lieth Fenne Church 
ſtreet, on the right hand whereof, ſomewhat weſt from the 
EenneChurch ſouth end of Belzetters lane is the Ironmongers Hall: which 


ſtreete. Company was incozpozatedin the third of Edward the fourth: 
lronmongers Richard Fleming was their firſt Paſter, Nicholas Marſhal and 
hall. Richard Coxe were Cuſtos o2 Wardens. And on the left 


hand oz South ſide (euen by the gate and Ulall of the City) 

runneth downe a lane to the Tower hill the ſouth part wher⸗ 

of is called Woodroffe lane , and out of this lane toward the 
Woodroffe Mlieſt, a ſtreet called Hart ſtreet. In this ſtreet, at the South- 
— eaſt comer thereof, ſometime ſtoop one houſe of Crouched oz 
Toverhil, (croſſed) Fryers, founded by Raph Hoſiar, and William Sa- 
Croſſed Friers bernes, about the peere 1298. Stephen the 10. Pꝛioz of the 
. Church, HYolp Trinity in London, graunted thzee tenements foz 13.8. 
8. d. by the peere, vnto the ſatd Raph Hoſiar and William Sa- 
bernes, who afterwards became Friers of S. Croſſe: Adam 
was the zrſt Pꝛioꝛ of that houſe. Thsſe Frpers founded their 
houſe in d place of certaine Tenements, purchaſed of Richard 
Wimbluſh, the 12 P2102 of the Holy Trinitp, in the yeere 
1319. Which was confirmed by Edward the third the ſcuen- 
teenth or his raigne, valued at 5 2. li. 13.8. 4.d. ſurrendzed the 
12. f Nouember, the 30. of Henry the eight. 
In this houſe was buried Paſter Iohn Tirres, 
Nicholas the ſonne of William Kyriell Eſquire. 
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Sir Thomas Mellington Baron of Wemeſe, and Dame 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter and hepꝛe of William Botelar— 
Baron of Wome.

In place of this Church, is now a Carpenters pard, a Ten- 
nis court and ſuch like: the Fryers hall was made a glaſle 
houſe, oz houſe wherein was made glaſle of diners ſo2ts to 
dzinke in, which houſe in the peere 1575. on the 4. of Sep Th. 
tember, burſt out into a terrible fire, where being pꝛactiſed all bo: 
meanes pollible to quench it, notwithſtanding, as the ſame 
houſes in a ſmall time befoze had, confumed a great quantityof 
weod by making of glaſles, now it lelfe, hauing within it about 
40009, Billets of wood, was alſo conſumed to the ſtone 
walles, which neuerthelelle greatly hindzed the fire from 
ſpꝛeading any further. 

Adiopning vnto this Fryers Church, by the Gaſt end 
therof in Woodrofe lane towards the Tower hill,are certaine

Bzead and Coales, to be delivered to the Pariſhes of Saint 
Edmund iu Lumbardſtreete and Saint Michael in Cornehill: 
And of diners meſſuages and garden plots in the Pariſh of S. 
Olaue in Hart ſtreete London, mentioned to be giuen to the 
Companyof Dꝛapers, foz the perfozmance thereof : Upon a 
perfectview of the will it ſelfe,by which the ſaid Almeſhouſes 
were giuen tothe Company of Dꝛapers, and vpon other wzt- 
tings touching the ſame ; And withall , vpon diligent and 
painefull ſearch and examination touching that matter: J 
finde, that Paſter Stowe was much deceined oz miſtaken in 
that matter, and that there was noſuch Bread and Coales 
guento thoſe pariſhes, nepther at anp time had the Company 
any ſuch houſes oz gardens, whereby to perkozme the ſame, 
Wut the Company, by the will, had lands giuen them in other 
Pariſhes (which now thep doe eniop) onlp to maintaine the 
Almeshouſes, and foz payment of the penſions there, and to 
pay [ome ſmall ſums of money to the Dfficers and others of 
that Company, foz the looking to the houſes, and papnes ta- 
king in paping the penſions, acco2ding as by the will is limi- 
ted, and fo2 no other vſe 02 purpoſe. 
Lord Lualeys Next to theſe Almes houſes is the Lozd Lumleyes houſe , 
houſe. builded in the time ol King Henry the 8. by Sir Thomas Wiat 
the father, vpon one plotte of ground, ok late pertapning to the 
foꝛeſaid Croſſed Frpers, where part of their houſe ſtood: And 
this is the fartheſt part of Aldgate Ward towards the South, 
and iopneth to the Tower hill. The other ſive of that lane, o- 
uer againſt the Koꝛd Lumleyes houſe, on the wall ſide of the 
City, is now foz the moſt part (oz altogether) builded euen to 
Laldgate. Then

repaired to this City. Then a lane that leadeth downe by Nor- Ellex, 
thumberland houſe, towards the Croſſed Friers, as is afozg- 
ſhewed. | 

This Northumberland houſe, in the P ariſh of O. Katherine Northumbe.. 

Colman, belonged to Henry Percy Earle of Northumberland, land houſe. 
in the 3 3. ol H. the 6.but of late being left byß Carles, the Gar- 
dens thereof were made into Bowling. allies, and other parts 
vnto Dicing-houles, common to al commers foz their monep, 
there to bowle and hazard. But now of late, ſo many bowling⸗ 
Allies, and other houſes fo vnlawfull gaming, haue been rai⸗ 
ſed in other parts ofthe City and Suburbs, that this their 
ancient and only patron of miſrule, is left and fozſaken of her 
Gameſters, and therfoze turned into a number of great rents, 
ſmall cottages, foz Strangers and others. 

At the Calt end of this lane, in the way from Algate toward 
the Croſſed Fryers, of old time were certaine Tenements, 
called the Poore Iurie of Jewes dwelling there. 


Coleman haw, in the Pariſh of the Trinity , now called * 


Chriſts Church, and in the Pariſh of Saint Katherine, and all 

Saints, called Coleman Church.

All which the Marchant⸗Taploꝛs, in the raigne of Edward 

the ſixt, ſold to Stephen Kirton, Parchant-Tapler, and Alder⸗ 

man: he gaue with his daughter Grifild, to Nicholas Wood- 

roffe the ſaid great houſe, with two tenements befoze it, in 

lieu of a hundꝛed pound, and made it vp in monep 366. pound, 

13.8.4. d. This woꝛſhipfull man, and the Gentlewoman his 

widdow after him, kept thoſe houſes downe Limeſtreete in 

good reparations, neuer put out but one Tenant, tooke no 


fines, 
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fines, noꝛ raiſed rents foꝛ them, which was ten ſhillings the 
piece peercly: But whether that fauour did ouerliue her 
funerall, the Tenants now tan veſt declare the contrary. 

Next vnto this on the high ſtreete, was the Loꝛd Sowches 
Meſlſuage oz tenement, and other. In place whereof, Rich. 
ard VVethell, Parchant-Taploz,builded a fapꝛe houſe , with 
an high Tower, the (ſecond in number, the firſt of Timber, 
that euer J learned to haue been builded, to onerlooke Neighs 
bours in this City. 

This Richard, then a pong man, became in choꝛt time ſa 
toꝛmented with gouts in his iopnts, of the hands and legges, 
that he could neyther feede himſelfe, no2 goe further then hee 
was led, much lefſe was he able to climbe, and take the plea- 
ſure of the height of his Tower. 

Then is there another fairehouſe,builded by Steph. Kirton, 
Alderman: Alderman Lee did then poſſefſe it, and againe new 
builded it: but now it is in the cuſtody of Sr. William Crauon, 

Chen is there a fapze houſe, of old time called the Greene- 
gate, by which name, one Michael Piſtoy aLumbard held it 
with a tenement and nine ſhops, in the reigne of Richard the 
ſecond, who in the 15. of his raigne, gaue it to Roger Crop. 
hull, and Thomas Bromeſter Eſquiers, by the name of the 
Greene gate, in the Pariſh of S. Andrew vpon Cornehill, in 
Limeſtreete Ward: ſince the which time, Philip Malpas, ſome⸗ 
time Alderman, and one of the Sheriffes,dwelled therein, and 
was there robbed and ſpoiled of his goods, to a great value, by 
Iacke Cade, and other Rebels in the veare 1449. 

Afterwards, in the raigne of Henry the ſenenth, it was 
ſeaſed into the Kings hands, and then graunted firſt vnto John 
Alſton, after p,vnto VVilliam de la Riuer:, and ſince by Henry 
the 8. to Iohn Mutas (a Picard) o2 Frenchman, who dwcl- 
led there, and harboured in his houſe many Frenchmen, that 
kalendzed wolſteds, and did other things contrarie to the 
Franchiſes of the Citizens. Wherefoze on euill Map dap, 
which was in the pecre 15 17. the Pꝛentizes and other ſpopled 
bis honſe : and if they could haue found Mutas, they would 
haue ſtricken off his head.

The next is Leaden Hall, of which I read, that in the pere 
x zo. it belonged to Sir Hugh Neuil, night, and that the Las 
dy Alice his widdow,made a Feofment therof, by the name of 
Leaden hall, with the aduowſtons of the Church of S. Peter 
vpon Cornhill, and other Churches, to Richard Carle of A- 
rundell, and Surrey, 1362. 

Moꝛe, in the yere 1380. Alice Neuil, widdow to Sir Iohn 
Neuill, Knight, of Eſſex, confirmed to Thomas Cogſhall, and 
others, the ſapd Mannoz of Leaden hall, the aduowſions, xc. 

In the peere 1384. Humfrey de Bohun, Carle of Hereford, 
had the ſaid Wannoz.

Alſo, certaine Cuidences of an Alley and TZenements per⸗ 
taining to the Horſe-mill, adioining to the ſapd Leaden hall in Hofer :ll in 
Graſſe-ſtreec, giuen by William Kingſtone, Fiſhmonger,vnto Crate 
the Pariſh Church of S. Peter vpon Corahill, doe ſpetiſie the 
ſayd Granarp, to be builded by the ſayd honozable and famous 
Marchant, Simon Eyre, ſometime an Uphoiſter , and then a 
Dzaper, in the peere 1419.

Wools there, that ſo they might be bzought fozth and weigh-

Touching the Chappel there, J find, that in the yeere 1466. 
by licence obtained of King Edw. the 4. in the 6. of his reigne, 
a Fraternity of the Trinity of 60. Pꝛieſts ( beſives other bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen and ſiſters) in the ſame Chappell, was founded by Wil- 
liam Rouſe, Iohn Risby, ᷑ Thomas Aſhby Pꝛieſts, ſome of the 
which 60. Pꝛieſts, euerp Parket dap in the foꝛe nene, did cele- 
bate 
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bꝛate diuine ſeruice there, to ſuch market people as repaired to 
pꝛaper, and once euerp peere they met all together, and had 
ſolemne Seruice, with Pꝛ oceſſion of all the Bꝛethꝛen and Si⸗ 
ters. This foundation was in the peere 15 12. bpa common 
Councell confirmed to the 60. Trinity Pꝛieſts, and to their ſuc⸗ 
cetſo2s, at the will of the Baioz and Comminaltp. 

In the peere 1484. à great fire happened vpon the Leaden 
Hall by what caſualty J knownot, but much howſing was Leaden half 
there deſtroped, with all the ſtockes foꝛ Guns, and other pꝛo⸗ burned. 
uiſton belonging to the City, which was a great loſle, and no 
leſſe charge to be repapyed by them.

Limeſtreete of the City of London: from the South-eaſt corner 
of the which bricke wall, is a Scutcheon of 12. foote of aſſiſe 
from the ſayd corner Eaſt-ward : And from the {ame Scutche- 
on there, to a meſſuage of 55. foote aud a nalfe Weſtward,the 
ſayd Scutcheon breaketh out of line right Southward, betwixt 
the meaſures atoreſayd, 3. foote and 5. inches of aſſiſe, vpon 
the common giound of the City aforefayd; Ralph Verney , Ma- 
ior, and che Aldermen of the ſame Citie, che 22. day of Oc o» 
ber, the 6. ycere of Edward the 4. granted to /chn Hod Prieſt, 
M. John Bolt, and T homas Pacnet Prieſts, Wardens of the Fra- 
ternitie of Papie aforeſayd, and to their ſucceſſors fot euer, &c. 
yeelding 4. d. ſterling yeerely at Michaelmas. And this is, ſaith 
my boke, inrolled in the Guildhal of London: Which is aſuf- 
ficient pꝛot, the ſame plot of ground to be of Limeſtreet ward, 
and neuer otherwiſe accounted oz challenged.

neereto the ding toa Nuadzant,called Petty France, of diuers Frenchmen 

Towne ditch. gipelling there, and to other dwelling houſes,lately builded on 
the banke of the ſapd ditch byſome Citizens of London, that 
moꝛe regarded their owne pꝛinate gaine , then the common 
good of the Citie. Foz by meanes of this Cauſey raiſed on 
the banke, and ſoplage of houſes, with other -filthineſſe caſt in⸗ 
to the Ditch, the lame became enfozced to a narrow channell, 
and almoſt filled vp with vnſauonry things, to the danger of 
impoyſoning the whole Citie. 

Foz pꝛeuention whereof, and in a wozthp charitable diſpo- 
ſition of ſo honourable a City(in regard that this Pariſh was 
greatly vnpꝛouided of buriall fo2 their deat ) that needelelle

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Canſey oꝛ paſſage to petty France, was giuen by the Citie to 
the ſaid Pariſh, foz the ſame intent, which they haue ( ſince 
then ) made gd and firme ground, walling it about with a gov 
ſtrong Bꝛick- wall. ſeruing as a lower and ſupplying Church- 
yard by it ſclfe, and towards the charges whereof, diuers god 
Pariſhioners (that deſice to be nameleſſe) gaue large and ho- 
neſt contribution.

The bounds of Saint Buttolpbhs pariſh without Biſhopſ- 
gate London, are thus: From Biſhopſgare (bnder a part of 
which the City Ditch runneth ) Weſtward, cloſe by the ditch 
thep paſſe along by petty France, into Boozefield : vnder the 
wall and Cauſey whereof (towards Bethlem) there did run 
a ditch, and from the Noꝛth part af the ſaid field, till doth, ſo 
farre as Hogge-lane, which is at the vpper end of the Garden 
Allies. Cloſe to which ditch, the pariſh extendeth all along on 
the inſide, and taketh in one ſide of Hogge - lane. Thence 
ſtraight fo2th, it beginneth on the further fide of Norton Fol- 
gate, thence into D. Mary Spittle, and thence 9 a part of 

CtLICOALC 
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Petticoate- lane, ſo farre as Grauell-lane end: And ſo thꝛough 
divers Gardens, on the back ſide of Fiſhers-folly,into Houndſ- 
ditch, at the ſigne of the Hand and Still. So to the ditch and 
City wall : thence right oppofite , on to Biſhopſgate againe, 
Mp friendly furtherance here, was by P. Stephen Goſſon, 
Parſon of S. burcolphs, Thomas Collins the Clarke, and 
lohn Sparrow, Sexton. 

Next vnto the Pariſh Church of S. Buttolph, was afaire 
Inne foꝛ receit of Trauellers: then an Yoſpital of ©. Mary 
of Bethlem, founded by Simon Fitz Mary,one of the Sheriffes 
of London, inthe yeere 1 246. Ye founded it to haue beenea 
Pꝛioꝛie of Canons, with bzeth2en and ſiſters: and Ling Ed- 
ward the third granted a pꝛotection, which J haue ſcene foz the 
bzethzen, Miliciæ beate Marie de Bethlem, within the City of 
London, the 14. peere of his reigne. It was an Yoſpitall foz 
diſtracted people. Stephen Genings , Parchant-Taploꝛ gaue 
40. li. toward purchaſe of the patronage by his Teſlament, 
1523. The Paioꝛ and Communalty purchaſed the patronage 
thereof, with al the lands and tenements thereunto belonging, 
in the peere 1546. 

The ſame peere, . Henry the 8. gans this Moſpitall tta 
the Citie: the Church and Chappel wherol were taben vawn 
in the reigne of Q. Elizabeth, and hauſes buildez there, br the 
Gouernozs of Chziſts Yoſpitall in Lon o 3nties Place, 
people that be diſtraight in their wits, are (ye ſvite ot their 
friends) reteiued and kept as afoze, but not without that we 
to their bꝛingers in. 

At a Court of Aldermen, holden on Tueldap, the 20. of 
January. An. 4. Edw. 6. a Carre: rome was freely giuen to 
the Inhabitants of Biſhopſgare Ward, to the intent, that they 
ſhould cauſe the vtter parts of the ſaid Mard without the 
gate to be kept cleane. 

Alſo, at aCourt of Aldermen, holden on Tueldap the 7. of 
Apzill, An.

ted :) Jn conſideration whereof, the Parſon of the ſapd pariſh 
was to reteiue yeercly out of the Chamber of London 20.8. 
and the pariſh Clarke vj. s. vii. d. 

In the peere 1569. Sir Thomas Roe, Parchant⸗Taploꝛ, EY 
Paioz, tauled to be incloſed(with a wall of bzicke) about one dre fo: the 
Acre of ground, being part ofthe ſayd Yoſpitail of Bethlem, Bess Ae 
to wit, on the banke of a deepe ditch lo called, parting the ſaid b * on 
Yoſpitall of Bethlem from the Booze field: this hee did foz 
burial,andeaſe of ſuch pariſhes in London, as wanted ground 
tonuenient within their Pariſhes. The Ladp his wife was 
there buried (by whoſe perſwaſion hee incloſed it) but him⸗ 
ſelfe bozne in London, was buried in the Pariſh Church of 
Hackney. 

From this hoſpital Nozthward vpon the ſtreets ſide, many 
honſcs haue bin bnilded with Allies backward, of late time to 
much peſterd with people (a great cauſe of infection) vp to the 
Barres 

Thr other ſide of this high ſtreete from Biſhopſgate and, , ,. wich. 
HoundC-dirch, the firſt building is, a large Inne foz receit of on Bie. 
trauellers, and is called the Dolphin, of ſuch a ſigne. gate. 

In the peere 1513. Margaret Ricroft Middow, gaue this 
honſe with the Gardens, and appurtenances, vnto William 
Gam, R. Clye, their wiues, her daughters, and to their heires, 
with condition, thep peetelp giue to the Warden oz Gouer⸗ 
nour of the Grap Friers Church within Newgarte foꝛtie ſhil⸗ 
lings, to find a Student of Diuinitie in the Uninerſitie foz 
euer. 

Then is there a faire houſe of late builded by lohn Powlet. 

Next to that, a farte moze large and beantifult houſe , with 

Gardens of pteaſure, bowling⸗allies, and ſuch like, builded | 

by laſper Fiſher, free of the Goldſmiths, late one of the fire x;,,... fell, 
Clarkesof the Chauntery, and a Juſtice of peace. It hath I 
ſince (fo2 a time) been the Earte of Oxfords plate. The late 

Queene Elizaberhhath lodged there: Jt now belongeth to the 

Earle of Bedford. This houſe being ſo large and ſumptuouſ- 


ly

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ly builded, by a man of no great calling, poſſeſſions oz wealth, 


(foz hee was indebted to many) was mockingly called Fiſhers 
folly, anda Rithme was made of it, and other the like, in this 
manner: 

Kirbies Caſtell, and Fiſhers Folly, 

Spinilas Pleaſure, and Meg ſes glory. 


And ſo of other like buildings about the Citie, by Citizens, 
men haue not letted to ſpeake their pleaſure. 

From Fiſhers folly, vp to the Meſt end of Berwards lane, ot 
old time fo called, but now Hogge lane, becauſe it mecteth 
with Hogge lane, which commeth from the Barres without 
Aldgate, as is afoze ſhewed; is a continuall building of tene- 
ments, with Allies of Cottages,peſtered, ec. Then is there 
a large Cloſe, called Tazell Cloſe, ſometime, foz that there 
were Tazels planted foz the vſe of Clothwozkers : ſincelet- 
ten to the Croſſe bow-makers , wherein they vſed to ſhoote 
fo2 games at the Popirigey. Now the ſame being incloſed 
with a Bꝛicke wall, ſerueth to be an Artillerp-pard, oz Gar 
den, whereunto the Gunners of the Tower weekelp doe re- 
paire ; namely, euerp Thurſdap, and there leuelling certaine 
Bꝛaſſe Peeces of great Artillery againſt a Butt of earth, 
made foz that purpoſe,they diſcharged them foꝛ their exerciſe. 
Pꝛeſent vſe is made thereof,by diuers wozthy Citizens Gen⸗ 
tlemen and Captaines, vſing Partiall Diſcipline, and where 
they meet (well; neere) weekelp , to their great commendati- 
on in ſo woꝛthy an exerciſe, whereof hereafter J will ſpeake 
moꝛe at large.

zen and Peperer of London, who was there buried; remaineth :

Shiriffes to ſit in, there to heare the Sermons pꝛeached in the 
Caſter holidapes. In the Loft ouer them ſtood the Biſhop of 
London, and other Pꝛelates; but now the Ladies, and Alder⸗ 
mens Wliues do there ſtand at afayze Window, oz ſit at their 
pleaſure. 

And here is to be noted, that time ont of minde, it hath beene 

à laudable cuſfome, that on good Fryday in the after⸗noone, 

ſome eſpeciall learned man, by appointment of the Pꝛelates, 

hath pꝛeached a Sermon at Pauls Croſſe,treating of Chziſts 

paſſion: and vpon the thzee next Caſter Yolydapes, Punday, 
Tueſdap, and Wedneſdap, the like learned men, by the like 
P ap- 
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appointment, haue vſed to pꝛeach on the fozenoones at the 
ſaid Spittle, to perſwade the Article of Ch2iſts reſurrection 2 
and then on Low Sundap, one other learned man at Pauls 
Croſſe, io make rehearſall of thoſe foure foziner Sermons, ei⸗ 
ther commending oz repꝛoouing them, as to him (by1udge- 
ment of the learned Diuines) was thought conuenient. 
And that done, he was to make a Sermon ok his owne ſtudie, 
which in all were fine Sermons in one. At theſe Sermons ſo 
ſeuerallp pꝛeached, the Watoz with his Bꝛethzen the Alder- 
men were accuſtomed to bee pꝛeſent, in their Uolets at Pauls 
en good Frpday, and in their Scarlets at the Spittle in the 
Yolidayes, except Wedneſvay in Violet, and the Paioꝛ with 
his Bzethzen, on Low Sunday in Scarlet, at Pauls Croſſe, 
continued vntill this day. 

Touching the Antiquity of this Cuſtome, A finde that in 
the yeere 1398.

The Sermon being ended, thep rode home with the Lozd 
Maioꝛ to his houſe neere Belinſgate, where they were louing⸗ 
ly t honozablp both welcommed and entertained, with a moſt 
liberall and bountifull Dinner, and ali the Gentlemen atten- 
ding on them. The Lo2vs, were the right reuerend Father in 
God, George A. Archbiſhop of Canterburie, S. Francis Bacon, 
Lo2d Keeper of the great Seale of England; the Carle of Wor- 
ceſter; the Lozd Liſle, Lozd Chamberlaine to her Pateſtte; 
the Lozd Biſhop of London; the Lozd Carey; the Lozd Kni- 
uet; Dir Iulius Cæſar; Sir Thomas Edmonds; Sir Iohn Dig- 
bie, with diners other Knights and wozthy Gentlemen, ec. 
And the Pꝛeacher that then pzeached, was Paſter Doctoz 
Page, of Derford in Kent, 

On the Eaſt ſide of this Church-pard lyeth a large field, of old Loleſworch 

time called Loleſworth, now Spittle field, which about þ pere feld. 
1576. was bꝛoken vp foz Clay to make Bꝛick: in the digging nal of che 
thereof many earthen pots called Vrnæ, were found full of S irie feld. 
Aſhes, and burnt bones of men, to wit, of the Romanes that Old Monu- 
inhabited here. Foz it was the cnſtome of the Romanes , to ments of the 
burne their dead, to put their Aſhes in an Urne, and then burie Fomancs 
the ſame with tertaine teremonies, in ſome field appointed fo: 
that purpoſe neere vnto their Citp. 

Euerp of theſe pots had in them (with the Aſhes of the 
dead) one piece of Copper monep, with the inſcription of the 
Cmperonr then raigning : ſome of them were of Claudius, 
ſome of Veſpaſian, ſome of Nero, of Anthonius Pius, of 
Traianus, and others. WBelives thoſe Arnes, many other 
pots were found in the ſame place, made of a white earth, 
P 2 | with 
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with long necks,4 handles, like to our ſtone Jugs: theſe were 
emptic, but ſeemed to be buried full of ſome liquid matter, 
long ſince conſumed and ſoaked thzongh. Foz there were 
found diners Uials, and other faſhioned Glaſſes, ſome moſt 
cunningly wꝛought, ſuch as J haue not ſeene the like, and ſome 
of Chꝛiſtall, all which had water in them, nothing differing in 
clearnes, taſte, oꝛ ſauour from common ſpꝛing water, whatſo⸗ 
guer it was at the firſt. Some of theſe GlaCes had Dyle in 
them very thicke, and carthy in ſauour- Some were ſuppoſed 
to haue Balme in them, but had loſt the vertue : many of theſe 
pots and glaſſes were bꝛoken in cutting of the clap, ſo that few 
were taken vp whole. 
There were alfo found diners Diſhes and Cups, ofa fine 
red coloured earth, which ſhewed outwardly ſuch a ſhining 
(mothneſſe, as if thep had beene of Curral.. Thoſe had (in the 
bottomes) Romane letters pꝛinted, there were alſo Lampes 
of white earth and red, artificially wꝛought with diners An- 
tiques about them,ſome thꝛee oz foure Images, made of white 
earth, about a ſpan long each ot them zone J remember was of 
Pallas, the reſt A have fozgotten. I my ſelfehaue reſerued (a- 
mongſt divers of thoſe antiquities there) one Arne, with the 
Aſhes and bones, and one pot of white earth very (mall, not 
erceding the quantity of a quarter of a wine pint, made in 
ſhape of a Hare, ſquatted vpon her legs, and betweene her 
eares is the mouth of the pot. 
We There hath alſo beene found (in the ſame field) diners Cok⸗ 
of Stone found fins of ſtone, contaming the bones of men: theſe J ſuppoſe to 
in the Spittle be the burials of ſome ſpeciall perſons, in time of the Brytans, 
Held. oꝛ Saxons, after that the Romanes had left to gouerne here. 
| Mozeouer, there were alſo found the ſculs and bones of men, 
without Coffins, 02 rather whole Coffins (being of great tim⸗ 
E ber) were conſumed. Divers great Naples of Jron were 
— _—_ there found, ſuch as are vſed in the Wheeles-of ſhod Carts, 
* che geld, & being each of them as bigge as a mans finger, and a quarter of 
tond opinions à hard long, the heads two inches ouer. Thoſe Nayles were 
of men. moze wondꝛed at then the reſt ofthe things there found, and 
many opinions of men were there vttered of them, namely, 


that. 
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that the men there buried, were murthered by dꝛin ing thoſe 
Naples into their heads; a thing valtkely: fo2 a (maller Na ple 
would moze aptly ſerue to ſo badapurpoſe, and a moze ſecret 
place would ligh tly be imploped foꝛ ſuch buriall. 
But to ſet downe what J haue obſerued concerning this 
matter, I there beheld the bones of a man lying (as Ynoted) 
the head Nozth, the feet South, and round about him (as 
thwart his head, along both his ſides, and thwart his feete) 
ſuch Naples were found. Wherefoze J coniectured them to 
be the Nayies of his Coffin, which had beene a trough, cut 
out of ſome great tree, and the ſame conered with a planke of 
a great thickence, faſtened with ſuch Naples, and therefo2e 
A cauſed ſome of the Naples ts be reached vp to me; and found 
buder the bzoad heades of them, the old wood, [kant turned 
into earth, but ſtill retaining both the graine and pꝛoper co- 
lour. Di theſe Naples (with the wood vnder the head thereof) 
A reſcrued one, as alſo the nether iaw- bone of the man, the 
teeth being. great, ſound, & fixed, which (amongſt many other 
monuments there found) J haue pet to ſhew; but the Naplis 
lying dꝛy, is by ſcaling greatly waſted. And thus much fo? this 
part of Bijſhopſgate Ward, without the Gate: fo2 J haue in 
another place ſpoken ofthe Gate, anv therfoze Jam to ſpeake 
of that other part of this Ward, which lieth within the Gate. 
And firſt to begin on the left hand of Bichoplgate ſtreet, from 
the gate pe haue tertaine Tenements ok old time pertaining Clarkes Han 
to a bꝛotherhod of S. Nicholas, granted to the Pariſh Clarks ak — N 
of London, fog two Chaplens to be kept in the Chappell of ee 
D. Mary Magdalen, neere vnto the Guild hall of London, in 9 
the 27. of Henry the ſixt. The firſt of theſe houſes towards the 
Noꝛth, and againſt the Mall of the City, was ſometime a 
large Inne oz Court, called the Wraſtlers, of ſuch a ſigne, and 
the laſt in the high ſtreete towards the South, was ſometime 
alſo a faire Inne called the Angell, of ſuch a ũgne. Amongſt - 
theſe ſaid Tenements was (on the ſame ſtreete ſide) a faire 
Entrie oz Court to tie common Mall of the ſaid Pariſh 
Clarks, with pꝛoper Almeshouſes, ſeuen in number, adiop⸗ 
ning, foz Pariſh Clarks, and their Mines, their Wivpowes, 
P3 : ſuch 
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tuch as were in great peeres not able to labour. One of theſe, 
by the ſaid Bꝛotherhood of Pariſy Clarkes, was allowed fix. 
tcene pence the weeke, the other ſixe had each of them nine 
pence the weeke, accozving to the Patent thereofgraunfed. 
This Bꝛotherhood (amongſt other) being ſuppꝛeſled: In the 
raiane of Ed. the ſixt, the ſaid Hall with the other buildings 
there, was giuen to Sir Robert Cheſter, a night of Cam- 
bridge · ſhire, againſt whom the Pariſh Clarks commencing 
fate, in the raigne ok Queene Marie, and being like to 
haue pꝛeuapled, the ſaid Sir Robert Cheſter pulled downe the 
Hall, ſold the timber, ſtone, and lead, and thereupon the ſute 
was ended. The Almeſhouſes remained in the Nucens hands, 
and people were there placed, ſuch as conldmake beſt friends. 
Some of them taking the penſion appopnted, haue let foozth 
their houſes foz great rent, giuing occaſion to the Parſon of 
the Pariſh, to challenge tythes of the pooze, xc.

Zhen V Villiam Bond, Alderman , increaſed this houſe in 
height, with building of a Turret on the top therof: he decea- 
ſed in the peere 1576. and was buried in S. Helens Church. 
Diuers Ambalſladoꝛs haue beene lodged there; namelp, in the 
peere 1586, Henry Ramelius, Chaunceiloz of Denmark, Am- 
baſſavs2 vnto the Queens Maieſty of England, from Frederick 
the ſecond, King of Denmarke: An Ambaſſadoz of France, xc. 
Dir lohn Spencer Alderman lately purchaſed this houſe,made 
great reparattons , kept his Paiozaltie there, and ſince buil- 
ded a moſt large ware-houſe neere thereunto. 

From this Crosby place, vp to Leaden hall cozner , and ſo 
downe Graſſe ſtreete, amongſt other tenements , are diuers 
faire and large builded houſes foꝛ archants and ſuch like. 

Nowfo2 the other ſide of this Mard, namelp, the right hand, 
hard by within the gate, is one fair e water Conduit, which 
Thomas Kneſworth,Maio2,in the pcere, 15 05. foũded, he gaue 
60. L. the reſt was furniſhed at the common charges of the Ci⸗ 
tie. This Conduit hath ſince bin taken downe, and new buil- 
ded. Dauid Woodroffe, Alderman, gaue 20. li. towards the 
conuapance of moze water thereunto. From this Conduit 
haue pe (amongſt manp faire tenements) diners fapꝛe Innes, 
large foz receit of Trauellers, and ſome houſes fo2 men of 


wozſhip, 
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wozthip, namely, one molt ſpacious of all other thereabout, 
builded of Bzicke and Timber, by Sir Thomas Greſham, 
Bnight, who deceaſedin the peere, 1579. and was buried in 
S. Helens Church,vnder a faire Monument, by him pzepared 
in his life : hee appointed by his teſtament, this houſe to bee 
made a Colledge of Keaders, as befoꝛe is ſaid inthe Chapter 
of Scholes and houſes of learning. 

Some what Weſt from this houſe is one other very faire 
houſe, wherein Hir William Hollics kept his Maiozaltp, and 
was buried in the Pariſh Church of S. Helen. Sir Andrew 


Iud alſo kept his Paiozalty there, and was buried at S. He- 5. Andres, 
lens: he builded Almeſ-houſes foꝛ 6. poꝛe Almes people, nere 11d his Ales 
to the ſapd Pariſh Church, and gaue lands to the Skinners, hoe 


out of the which they are to giue 4+ 8. euerp werke to the ſixe 
poꝛe Almes people, viy. d. the peece, and 25. 8. 4. d. the porte 
in coales amongſt them foꝛ euer.

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Charities in this Pariſh are few oꝛ none, but oꝛdinary be⸗ 
neuolences from the Pariſhioners themſelues : except ſome 
flender moity, iſſuing from certaine Almeſ-houſes,builded by 
London wall neere to Biſhopſgate, by Maſter Kempe, and in 
his life time, as J haue bininfozmed. The bounds of the Pa⸗ 
riſh are needlelſe to be ſpokenof , becauſe their circuit contai⸗ 
neth no great extent ol ground. M. Andrew Geneway the Pars 
ſon, vſed me here very kindly. | 

On the other ſide of that ſtreet, among many p2oper houſes 

Carpenters ( poſſeſſed foz the moſt part by Curriers ) is the Carpenters 
Hall. Mall, which Companie was incozpozated in the 17. peere of 
King Edward the fourth. 
Curryers Row Then Eaſt from the Curriers row, is a long and high wall of 
fone, incloſing the Nozth ſive of a large Garden, adiopning to 
as large an houſe, builded in the raigne ol King Henry the 8. 
and of Edward the ſixt, by fir William Powlet, L oꝛd Treaſu⸗ 
Lane ſtopped rer of England. Though this Garden, which ( of olde time) 
vp. conſifted of diners parts, now vnited, was ſometimes a faire 
foote wap, leading by the Weſt end of the Auguſtine Friers 
Church ſtraight Nozth, and opened ſomewhat Meſt, from Al- 
hallowes Church againft London wall towards Mooregate, 
which faotway had gates at either end locked vp euery night, 
Foote way but now the ſame wap (being taken into thoſe Gardens) the 
ſtopped vp. gates are cloſed vp with ſtone, whereby the people are in- 
Sir William fo2ced to goe about by Saint Peters Church, and the Taft end 
Poulet. of the ſaid Friers Church, and al the ſaid great place and Gar⸗ 
L. Treaſurers den of fir William Powlet to London wall, e ſo to Moregate. 
houſe — This great houſe adiopning to the Garden afozeſaid, ſtretch⸗ 
BroadRreete. eth to the Nozth'coznerof Broadſtreete, and then turneth vp 
Broadſtreet all that ſide, to and beyond the Eaſt end of the ſaide 
Friers Church. It was builded by the ſaid Lo2d Treaſurer, 
in place of Auguſtine Friers houſe, cloyſter, and gardens, tc. 
The Friers Church hee pulled not downe, but the Weſt end 
thereof, incloſed from the ffeeple, and Quire,was in the peere 
1550. granted to the Dutch Nation in London, ts bee their 
pꝛeaching plate. The other part, namely, the ſteeple, Quire 
and ſide Illes to the Quire adiopning, hereſerued to houſhold 
— vſes, 
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vſes, as foz ſtowage of cozne,coale,and other things, his ſonne 
and heyꝛe Parques of VVincheſter, ſolve the Monuments of 
Noble men (there buried) in great number, the pauing ſtone, 
and whatſoener (which coſt many thouſands ) foz one hundzep 
pound, and in place thereof made fapꝛe ſtabling fo2 hoꝛſes. He 
cauſed the Leade to be taken from the rofes, and laid tile in 
place, which exchange pꝛoued not ſo pꝛofitable as he loked fo2, 
but rather to his diſaduantage.

Pp Father 
had a Garden there, and there was an houſe ſtanding cloſe to 
his ſonth Pale: this houſe they looſed from the ground, and 
bare vpon Rowlers into my Fathers Garden 22. foote, ere 
mp Father heacd thereof, no warning was giuen him, 102 o- 
ther anſwere, (when he ſpake to the ſuruapers of that wozke ) 
but that their Maſter Sir Thomas commanded them ſo to doe: 
no man durſt goe to argue the matter, but each man loſt his 
land, and my Father paide his whole rent, which was 6. ſhil- 
lings 8. pence the pere, fo2 that halfe which was left. Thus 
much of mine owne knowledge haue J thought good to note, 
that the ſuddaine riſing of ſome men, cauſeth them to fozget 
themſelues. 

The Company of Dꝛapers in London bought this houſe, 
and now the ſame is their common Hall: this Company obtai⸗ 
ned of King Henry the ſixt, in the ſeuenteenth of his raigne;

Weſt from the Well, and ſo this wozke ceaſed, 

On the Nozth ſide of this ſtreete, from the Caſt vnto the 
Weſt haue pe diuers faire houſes foz Barchants and other, a- 
mongſt the which, one large houſe is called the Wey-houle, * — 
where Parchandizes bꝛought from bepond the Seas, are to be, „ 
weighed at the Kings beame. This houſe hath a Malter, and 
vnder him foure Paſter Pozters, with Pozters vnder them; 
they haue a ſtrong Cart, and foure great hoꝛſes, to dꝛaw and 
carrie the wares from the Parchants houſes to the Beame, 
and back againe. Dir Tho. Louell, Anight, builded this houſe Sir Thomas 
with a faire front of Tenements towards the ſtreet, all which Loncl his git 
he gaue to the Grocersof London, himſelfe being free of the vo the Grocax 
Citie, and a bzother of that Companie.

Pext adtoining to this Royall Exchange, remaineth one 
part of a large ſtone houſe , and is now called the Caſtell, of 
ſuch a ſigne at a Tauerne doze ; there is a paſſage thozow out 
of Cornehill, into Three needle ſtreet, the other part of the 
ſaid ſtone houſe was taken downe , foz enlarging the Royall 
Exchange.

On the South ſide of this high ſtreete, is the Pariſh 
Church of S. Peter vpon Cornebill, which ſeemeth to be of an Par church 
ancient building , but not ſo ancient as fame reyazteth, foz it . _— 
hath bin lately repaired, if not all new builded, except the ſtee vill 
ple, which is ancient. : 

The rote ofthis Church, and glazing , was finiſhed in the

Parith Church Church, called Alhallowes the more in Thatves ſtreete, foz a 

of Alhallowes differente from Alballowes the leſſe, in the ſame ſtreet. It is 

the more. alſo called Alballowes ad fœnum tn the Roperic, becanſe Bay 

was ſold ne&re thereunto, at Hay Wharfe, and Kopes of old 

time made and ſold in the hich ſtreet. This is a faire Church, 

with a large Clopſter on the South ſive thereof, about their 

CThurch-yard, but foulely defaced and ruinated. 

The Church allo hath had many kaire Monuments, but 
£ now defaced : There remaineth in the Nuire ſome Plates 
on Oraue-ffones,namelp,of William Lichficld, Dorto2 of Di- 
ninitie, who deceaſed the yeere 1447. He was a great Stu⸗ 
dent, and compiled many Bookes,both Pozall and Diuine, in 
Pꝛoſe and in Uerſe, namely one, intituled, The complaint of 
God vnto ſinfull man. He made in his time 3083. Sermons, 
as appeared by his owne hand wziting, and were found when 
he was dead. 

One other Plate there is of John Brickles, Dꝛaper, who 
deceaſed in the pere 1451, He was a great Benefactoꝛ to that 
Church, and gaue by his Teſtament certaine Tencments, to 
the reliefc of the pooze. 

Nicholas Louen and William Peſton founded Chauntries 
there.

Hay Wpharfe lane, now lately a great Bzew-houſe, builded Hay ha: 
there by one Pot: Heury Campion, Eſquire, a Bere-bzewer, lane. 
vſed it; and Abraham his ſonne ſince poſſeſſed it. 

Then was there one other Lane, ſometime called Wolſeys Wolſey lane 
gate, now out of vſe: foz the lower part thereof, vpon the 
Bank of Thames, is builded by the late Carle of Shrewsbury, 
and the other end is builded on and ſtopped vp by the Cham- 
beriaine of London, Iohn Butler, Dꝛaper, one of the Sheriffs 
in the pere 1420. dwelled there: He appointed his houſe to be 
ſold, and the pꝛice thereof to be giuen to the poꝛe: it was of 
Alhallowes Pariſh the leſſe. 

Then is there the ſaid Pariſh Church of Alhallowes, called Parich Church 
the lefſe, and by ſome, Alhallowes on the Celler,fo2 it ſtandeth of Alballowe: 
on vaults: it is ſaid to be builded by Sir Tohn Poultney, ſomes e leſſe. 
times Paio2. The Dteeple and Quire of this Church ſtandeth 
on an arched gate, being the entrie to a great houſe, called Cold Cold Har- 
Harbrough: the Quire of late being falne downe, is now again brough. 
at length, in the pere 1594. by the Pariſhioners new builded. 

Touching this Cold Harbrough, A finde, that in the 13. of 
Edward the ſecond, Sir Iohn Abel Inight,demiſed oz let vnto 
Henry Stow, Dzaper, all that his capitall Peſſuage, called the 
Cold Harbrough,in the Partſh of All Saints ad fœnum, and all 
the purtenances within the Gate, with the Rey which Robert 
Hartford, Citizen, ſonne to William Hart ford, had, and ought,

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and the fozeſaid Robert paid fo2 it the rent of ; 3. ſhillings the 
peere. This Robert Hartford being owner thereof, as alſo 
of other lands in Surrey, deceaüng without iſſue male, lcft 
two daughters his coheires, to wit, Idonia, married to Sir 
Ralph Bigot, and Maude, married to Sir Stephen Coſenton, 
nights, betwene whom the ſaid houſe and lands were par- 
ted. After the which, Iohn Bigot, ſonne to the ſaid Sir Ralph 
and Sir lohn Coſenton, did ſell their moities of Cold Har- 
brough vnto Iohn Poultney, ſonne of Adam Poultney, the 8. 
of Edward the third. This Sir Iohn Poulcney dwelling in 
this houſe, and being foure times ÞPaio2, the ſaid houſe tooke 
the name of Poultneys Inne. Notwithſtanding, this Sir lohn 
Poultney, the 21. of Edward the third, by his Charter gaue 
and confirmed to Humtrey de Bohune, Carle of Hereford and 
Eſſex, his whole tenement, called Cold Harbrovgh, with alt 
the tenements and Rep adiopning, and appurtenances ſome⸗ 
time pertaining to Robert de Herford, on the way called Hay- 
wharfe lane, c. foʒ one Roſe at Pidſummer, to him and to his 
heires, foꝛ all ſeruices, ik the ſame were demanded. This Sir 
Iohn Poultney deceaſed 1349. and left iſſue. by Margaret his 
wife, William Poultney, who died without ifſue : and Marga- 
ret his mother was marted to Dir Nicholas L ouel,Linight,ec. 
Philip S. Cleare gane two meſſuages, pertaining to this Cold 
Harbrough, in the Roperie, towards the inlarging of the Paz 
riſh Church and Church-pard of All-Saints, called the lefſe,in 
the 20. of Richard the ſetond. 

In the pere 1397. the 21. of Richard the ſecond, lohn Hol- 
land. Carle of Huntington, was ledged there, and Richard the 
ſecond his bꝛother dined with him:1t was then countedaright 
faire and ſtately houſe. But in the next pere following, J find, 
that Edmond, Earle of Cambzidge, was there lodged: not⸗ 
withFanding, the ſaid houſe ſtill retained the name of Poult- 
neys Inne, in the raigne of Henry the xt, the 26. of his raigne. 
It belonged ſince to H. Holland, Duke of Exceſter, and he was 
lodged there in the peere 1472, In the peere 1485, Richard 
the third, by his Letters Patents graunted and gaue to lobn 
Writh,alias Garter,pzincipall King of Armes of Engliſh men, 

and 
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and to the reſt of the Kings Bcraulds and Purſenants of 
Armes, all that meſuage with the appurtenances, called 
Cold Harder, in the Parith of All Saints the little in London, 
and their ſuccefſo:s fo2 euer. Dated at Weſtminſter the ſecond 
of Parch. Anno regni primo, without fine o; fee. Dow the ſai? 
Veraulds departed therewith , J haue not read, but in the 
raigne of Henry the eight, the Bichop of Durhains houſe, neere 
Charing croſſe, being taken into the Bings hand, Cuthbert 
Tunſtal, Wiſhop of Durham, was lodged in this Cold Harber, 
fince the which time it hath belonged to the Carles of Shreveſ- 
bury, by compoſition (as is ſuppoſed) from the ſaid Cuthbert 
Tunſtall. The laſt deceaſed Carle tocke it downe, and in 
place thereof builded a great number of ſmall tenements now 
letten out fo2 great rents, to people of all ſo2ts.

within fo2ty dapes after, vntill the 28. of Edward the firſt, at 
which time the ſaid Marchants complained, that thep could 
not ſell their Mines, paping poundage, neither hire houſes oz 
cellers to lap them in: and it was redꝛeſſed by vertue of the 
kings wzit, directed to the Paioz and Sheriffes of London, 
dated at Carlaueroke, oꝛ Carlile. Dince the which time, ma- 
ny faire and large houſes (with vaults and ccllers foz ſtow- 
age of Wines, and lodging of Burdeaux Marchants)haue ben 
builded, in place where befozetime were Cookes houſes : foz 
Pitz ſtephen, in the raigne of Henry the 2. wziteth, that vpon

This Ward beginneth in the Caſt, at the Toicft end of 
Downegate Ward, at the water-conrſe of Walbrooke, which 
varteth them, to wit, at Granthams lane on the Thames ſide, 
and at Elbow lane on the land ſide : it runneth along in 
Thames ſtreet Weft, ſome thꝛee houſes bepond the Old Swan 
a Bꝛewhouſe, and on the Land ſive ſome thꝛee houſes TAeſt.

J reade of ſweet Wines, that in the 50. of Edward the 
third, John Peachie Fiſhmonger was accuſcd, foz that he pꝛo⸗ 
curcd a licence foz the onelp ſale of them in London: which 
notwithitanviag he inſtified by Law. he was impoiſoned and 
fined. Poꝛe I xcad, that in the ſixt of Henry the firt, the Lom- 
bards tozrupting their lweet ines, when knowledge theres 
of came to lobn Rainwell, Matoz of London,he(in diuers plas 
ces of the Ciite) commanded the heads of the Butts and o- 
ther Uellels, in the open ſtreetes, to be broken, to the num⸗ 
ber of 150. fo that the liquoz running fozth, paſſed thꝛough 
the Citie like a ſtreame of Kaine water, in the fight of 
all the people, from whence there iſluev a moſt loathſome 
ſauour.

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This Tower ſeemeth to haue beene (at that time) of good 
defence, foꝛ when the Rebels had beſet the Tower of London, 
and got poſſeſſion thereof, taking from thence whom they liſ- 
ted, as in mine Annales J haue ſhewed; the Pꝛinteſle being 
fozced to fipe, came to this Tower Royall, where ſhe was lod- 


ged, andremained ſafe as pe hane heard, and it may bealſo 


ſuppoſed, that the King himſelfe was at that time lodgey 
there. I read, that in the peere 1386. Lyon Bing of Armos 
ny, being chaſed out of his Realme by the Tartarians, receiued

In Norſ- bridge ſtreet is the Cutlers Hall, Richard de Wile- 
hale 1295. confirmed to Paul Butelar this houſe and edifices, 
in the Pariſh of Saint Michael Pater noſter Church, and S. 
lohns vpon Walbrooke, which ſometime Lawrence Giſors, 
and his ſonne Peter Giſors did poſſeſſe, and afterward Hugo- 
nis de Hingham, andlieth betwene the Tenement of the ſaid 
Richard towards the South, and the lane called Horſ ſhoo- 
bridge towards the Nozth, and betweene the way called Pa- 
ter noſter Church on the Weſt, and the courſe of Walbrooke 
on the Eaſt, paping yerely one clone of Gilliflowers at Ca- 
ſter, and to the pooze and Couent of Saint Mary Ouetie, 6.8. 
This houſe ſometime belonged to Simon Doleſly, Grocer, 
Paio2, 1359. They of this Company were (of olde time) 
thꝛee Artes, oz ſozts of Mozkemen, to wit, the firſt were 
Smithes, Fo2gers of Blades, and therefoze called Bla⸗ 
ders, and diuers of them p2zooued wealthy men, as namely, 
Walter Nele, Blader, one of the Sheriffes, the twelfth of 
Edward the third deceaſed, 135 2. and buried in Saint Iames 
Garlicke Hith.

therhood, by the name of Cutlers. 

Then is Knight riders ſtreete, ſo called (as is ſuppoſed) of Knightridet.

But one of the Dukes Knights ſecing theſe things, came in 
great haſte to the place where the Duke was, and after that he 
nad knocked, and could not be let in, hee ſaid to Haucland the 
Porter, It thou loue my Lord and thy life, open the gate: with 
which words hee gat entry, and with great feare hee tels the 
Duke, that without the gate were infinite nuntbers of Armed 
men, and vnleſſe hee rooke great heede, that day would be his 
laſt. With which words the Duke leapt fo haſtily ſrom his Oy- 
ters, that hee hurt both his legges againſt the forme: Wine 
was offered, but he could not drinke tor haſte, and ſo fled with 
his fellow Henry Percy our at a backe gate, and entering vpon 
the Thames, neuer ſtayed rowing, vntill they came to a houſe 
neere the Man or of Kennington, where at that time the Prin- 3 
ceſſe lay, with Richard the yong Prince, before whom hee n 
made his complaint, &c. bich.

S. Mary Bow (by Matilda the Queene, wife to Henry the firſt) with Arches

PE cheſter, Church and Bzivge remaine till this day. The Court of the 

Arches is kept in this Church, and taketh name of the placs, 
not the place of the Court, but of what Antiquitie oz continu- 
ation that Court hath there continned, Jcamnot learne.

our)and called vpon the Deuil, to helpe and deliuer bim. Such 
was the end of this deceiuer, aman ok an cuill life, a ſc- 
crete murtherer , a filthy koznicatoz, a polluter of toncu- 
bines, and (amongſt other dis deteſtabie facts a falſe ac⸗ 
cuſer of his elder bzother , who had (in his pouth) brought 
him vp in learning, and done many things foz his pꝛefer⸗ 
ment.

The Pariſh Church of Saint Mary Bow,by meanes of in-

This Bell being vſually rung ſomewhat late. as ſeemed tc

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the pong men Pꝛentiſes and other in Cheape, they made and 
ſet vp arpme againft the Clarke, as followsth.

zaue to the new wozke of that Steeple fozty pound. John 
Haw, Mercer, ten pound, Doctoz Allen foure pound, Thomas 
Baldry foure pound, and other gaue other ſummes, ſo that the 
ſaid wozke of the Steeple was finiſhed in the peere 1512. 
The Arches oz Bowes thereupon, with the Lanthoznes fine 
in number, to wit, one at each coꝛner, and one on the top in 
the middle vpon the Arches, were alſo afterward finiſhed of 
ſtone, bzought from Cane in Normandie, deliuered at the Cul. 
comers Key foꝝ 4-8. 8.d.y Tun. V Villiam Copland Taploz, the 
Kings Marchant, and Andrew Fuller, Percer, being Church- 
wardens 1515. and 1516. It is ſaid that this Copland gaue 
the great Bell, which made the fift in the ring, to be rung 
nightly at nine of the clocke. This Bell was firſt rung (as a 
knell ) at the burtall of the ſame Copland. Jt appeareth, that 
the Lanthoznes on the toppe of this Steeple, were meant to 
haue beenglaſed, and lightes in then placed nightly in the 
Winter, wherby trauellers to the City might haue the better 
ſight thereof, and not to mille of their wapes. 


In this Pariſh alſo was a Grammar Schoole, by com- — 
mandement of Ring Henry the 6. which Schoole was (ok olde Row Cites 1 


time) kept in an houſe foz that purpoſe pꝛepared in þ Chnrchz , 


yard; but that Schoole being decayed, as others about this Vaults vnder 
City, the Schoole-houſe was let out foz rent, in the raigne of Bow Church. 


Henry the 8. fo2 4. ſhillings the peere. a Celler foꝛ two ſhil- 
lings the peere, and two UMaults vnder the Church foz fifteen 
ſhillings both. 

The Monuments in this Church bee theſe, vz. of Sir Iohn 
Couentry, Perter, Paioz, 1425. Nicholas Alwine, Perter, 
Maioz, 1499. Robert Harding, Goldſmith, one of the Shi⸗

A faire graue- Heere lyeth the bodie of Humphrey Walcor, of Walcot, in the 


Countie of Salop, Eſquire, Marchant-Aduenturer, and of 
the Companie of Grocers in this Citie of London. He di- 
ed the eight and twentieth day of Auguſt, 1616. beeing 
about the age of ſeuentie one: Leaving behind him, his 
wife Alice, the daughter of Richard Halſy , Eſquire ; and 
by her hee had tenne children, five ſonnes, and five daugh- 
ters; hauing had by her eight more, who died young. 


Without the Nozth ſive of this Church of Saint Mary 
| Bow, 
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Bow, towards V Veſt Cheape, ſtandeth one fapꝛe building of A med or 
Stone, called in Recozd Sildam, a ſhed which greatly varke- ftanding for 
neth the ſaid Church: fo2 by meanes thereof, all the win- che King, cal- 
dowes and dozes on that ſide are ſtopped vp. king Edward = 3 
the third, vpon occaſton, as ſhall be ſhewed in the Mard ob 
Cheape, cauſed this Sid o2 ſhed to be made, and ſtrongly to 

be hnilded of Cone foꝛ himſelfe, the Queen, and other Eſtates 
to ſtand in, there to behold the Juſtings, and other ſhewes at 
their pleaſures. And this houſe (foz a long time after) ſerued 
to that vſe, namely, in the raigne of Edward the third, and 
Richard the ſecond: but in the peere 1410. Henry the fourth, 
in the twelfth of his raigne, confirmed the ſaide ſhedde 93 
building to Stephen Spilman, VVilliam Marchford, and Iohn 
VVattle, Merters, by the name of one new Sildam, ſhed oz 
duilding, with choppes, cellers aud edifices whatioener apper⸗ 
tapning , called Crouaſilde oz Tamerſilde, fituate in the Crounſilde, 
Percerp in V Veſt Cheape, and in the Pariſh of Saint Ma- 
ry de Arcubus in London, Fc. 

Notwithſtanding which graunt, the Kings of England, 
and other great Eſtates, as well of fozraigne Countries re- 
pap2ing to this Realme, as inhabitants of the ſame, haue vſu- 
ally repapꝛed to this place, therein to behold the ſhewes of 
this City, palling thzongh V Veſt Cheape, namely, the great 
Watches accuſtomed in the night, on the Guen of Saint lohn 
Baptiſt, and Saint Peter at Pidſummer, the examples where- 
of were ouer-long to recite, wherefoze let it ſuffice bꝛieũp to 
touch one. 

In the peere 15 10. on Saint Iohns.Tuen at night, King SO 
Henry the eight came to this place, then called the Kings head ine I Lens os 
in Cheape; in the linerie of a Peoman of the Guarde, with ana Ycoman of 
Halberd on his ſhonlder, and there beholving the watch, de- his Guard, co 
parted pzinily, when the watch was done, and was not knowne e —_ | 
to anp, but whom it pleaſed him. But on Saint Peters night head in Cheap 
next following, hee and the Queene came ropally-riving to 
the ſaid place, and there, with their Nobles beheld the Match / | 
of the Citie, and returned in the moꝛning. 

This Church of Saint Mary, "7 the laid Shevde of _—_ 
.2 0 
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all the houſing in oꝛ abont Bow Church-yard, and without, 
on that ſide the high ſtreete of Cheape to the Standard, be of 
Cordwayner ſtreete Ward, Theſe houſes were (of old time) 
but Sheddes: fo2 J read of no houſing otherwiſe on that fide 
the ſticete , but of diuers ſheddes, from Sopers lane fo the 
Standard, c. Amongſt other, 3 read of thzee ſhops oz ſheddeg 
by Sopers lane, pertapning to the P21oz of the holy Trinitie 
within Aldgate: the one was let out foz 28.8. one other foz 
20.5. and the third foz 12.9. by the peere. Bozeoner, that Ri- 
chard Goodcheape, Mercer, and Margeric his wife, ſonne to 
Iordan Goodcheape,did let to Ion Dalinges the ponger, Mer⸗ 
ter, their ſhedde and Chamber in Welt Cheape, in the Pariſh 
of Saint Mary de Arches, foz 3.8. 4. d. by the peere. Alſo the 
men of Breadſtreete Ward tontended with the men of Cord- 
wayner ſtreete Ward, fog a Selde, oz ſhedde, oppoſite to the 
Standard on the South ſide, and it was found to be of Cord- 
wayner ſtreete Ward, William VValdorne, being then Paioz, 
the 1. of Henry the ſixt. 

Thus much foz Cord wayner fireet VVard: Thich hath an 
Alderman, his Deputie, Common Counſellozs 8. Confta- 
bles, 8. Dcauengers, 8. Wardmote inqueſt men 14. and a 
Beadle. It ſtandeth tared to the Fifteene in London, at 5 2. li. 
16.8. in the Exchequer at 5 2. pound, 6.8.

=D Ext adiopning is Cheape Ward , taking 
name of the Market there kept, called Weſt 
I Cheaping which Ward, as a riuer that 
Y hath thzee heads, and running along to 
4 the vttermoſt of his bounds, iſueth out 


25 kf on the ſides into little ſtreames: So this 
Ward, beginning on the courſe of VVal- 
brooke, and is not the meaneſt of the Wards (if foz no other 


cauſe, 


- 
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tauſe, pet becauſe it is neereft to the heart of the Citie) 
hath his beginning on the Caſt from thꝛee places, The high 
ſtreete of the Poultry, The lower end of Buckles burie, and, 
The nether part of the Venell or Entrie into Scalding Alley; 
and ſo running along, as farre as vnto the Nozth-eaſt co2s 
ner of Bow lane on the South ſide, and from thence,into Bow 
lane on the Caſt ſide, vntill pee come to the Channell ouer- 
againſt the Cellar doꝛe vnder the Church; and then, on the 
Nozth ſide of Cheape, vp to the Standard; ſtretching it ſelfe 
into diuers Lanes and Peeces, on the right hand, and on the 
left hand, as it commeth along. 

Firſt, fo2 the high Striete of the Poultrie (which is the 
mapne Bodie of this Ward!) On the South ſide thereof, 
toward the Eaſt, this Ward beginneth at the cozner houſe, 
now in the fenure of one Robert Knight, in the way going 
downe to Saint Mary Wooll-Church, ancientip knowne by 
the Diane of the Lyon : the ont-moſt part of which houſe, 
and of this Ward there (the houſe being dinided) is at the 
croſſe-channell oner-againft (o2 very nere) the great Weft 
doze of Wooll-Church, and ſo it goethalong on the South ſide 
of the Poultrie to the Great Conduit,and ſo into Bow lane, as 
is afozeſaid, 

Secondly, foz Buckles burie, this Ward beginneth there 
toward the lower end: On the Nozth ſive, at a Channel 
nerre to the end of the houſe, bearing the Signe of the Chri- 
ſtopher, toward the Caſt, now in the tenure of one Iohn 
Hodges: On the South ſide, it beginneth at the Caſt end of 
the great new Frame of Building, ouer-againſt the ſaid 
Chriſtopher ; which is the Tenement on the Caſt ſive, next 
to the Blacke Bull; and ſo it goeth into all the Barge. And 
then Meſtward, it goeth on both ſides the way, viz. on the 
Noth ſide, to the Great Conduit, and ſo to Bow lane, as is as 
koꝛeſaid; and on the South ſide, to the end of S. Syrhes lane, 
Then croſſing ouer the Channell , to S. Bennet Shorhogs 
Church, it ſtretcheth all along th2ough Needlers lane, by 
D. Pancrates Church, on the ſame ſide, vntill pee come to a 
h 3 great 
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gteat Gate, which is in the nooke of a little paſſage oꝛ entrie 
to the Weſt, and is the backe Gate of a honſe, ſtanding in 
Bow lane, ſometime the dwelling houſe of Maſter Paruis, 
Then againe it ſtretcheth from the Chaine in the middeſt of 
Sopers lane (on both ſides che Lane) vpward toward the 
No2th, into Cheape on the South ſide, and ſo into Bow lane, 
as afozeſaid. 

Thirdly, fo2 the laſt place of this Wards beginning: On 
the No2th ſide of the high ſtreet, neere vnto the Stocks-Mar- 
ker, is an Alley, o2 Lane, called Scalding Alley, not erront- 
ouſly (as (ome haue publiſhed) but truely, as neereſt to the 
moſt ancient denomination thereof ; which was, Scalding. 
houſe, alias, Scalding-wike, and Scalding lane, as appeareth 
by godd Reco2ds extant, of two hundꝛed peercs continuance, 
Within the Venell, oz entrie of this Lane,o2 Allep,neere vn⸗ 
to the Mell, that ſtandeth in a coꝛner to the Weſt, this Ward 
beginneth, at the end of the Stone UWall , wherein is the 
doze leading vnto the Parſonage-houſe and Church of Saint 
Mildred (of which, moze anon) and it runneth on that ſide 
the Channell along to the Caft cozner of the ſaid Church, 
and from thence, on the No2th ſide of the Streete, into the 
Comprer, and Cony-hoop lane, and within Cony-hoop lane, 
into all Skinners Alley, and the Gzoters Hall and Garden; 
and then backe againe into the Old lewry Lane, on the Weſt 

fide as farre as Alderman V Velds houſe, and on the Caſt fide 
as karre as the dead Stone Mall of the great houſe ouer- 
againſt it, ſometime Alderman Anderſons houſe. Then to 
returne to the Weſt end of Old Iewry againe, this Ward 
ſtretcheth along on the No2th ſide by the Mercers Hall vnto 
Iron-mongers lane, (which all wholly on both ſides is in this 
Ward) and ſo into Catton ſtreete. In Catton ſtreete, this 
Ward entreth, toward the Caſt, at a houſe anciently knowne 
by the Signe of the Talbot, on the South ſide, now in the 
tenure of Baſfter Packhurſt ; and oner-againſt it, on the Nozth 
ſide, at a deepe Channell, illuing out of a houſe, and ſo go⸗ 
eth vp to the Weſt on both ſides, videlicet, on the South

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fide of the wap, depond the end of Saint Lawrence lane, 
vatill pee come to that middle part of the Church Wall, 
which is beyond the Church Pozch ; and on the No2th ſide, 
from that coꝛner of the Church Mall, it goeth on the Caft 
ſide of the Channcll to the Church-pard ; and from thence, 
on both ſides the wap, vnto the outward Gate leading onto 
Guild-hall Hard, and adiopning to the Tauerne of the thz& 
Tunnes. Then againe to come into Cheape, there, on the 
Nozth live, is Saint Lawrence lane, all which is wholly of 
this Ward, and ſo is Hony lane, abone that; and ſo it rea⸗ 
cheth Wieftward as farre as a ſhallow Channell, cloſe be⸗ 
— Standard. And thus ſtand the bounds of Cheape 
War 

Now, foz Antiquities and things wozthie ok memozie in 
Cheape Ward: 

Firſt, in the maine Bodie of this Mard, that is, the 
Poultrie, ſtandeth the proper little Church, that beareth 


the name of Saint Mildred in the Poulrie, the Virgin; S. Mildred 
which name was giuen ſurely foz diſtinction, not foz ſuper- Church 


ſition : Foz ſo was the cuſtome of the Kingdome (and pet 
is) in building theſe things foz the Seruice of God, that 
the Founders called them by the name of ſome Apoſtle , 
Saint, Partpz, oz Conkeſſoz, as beſt liked their owne 
conceit at the pzeſent time, to diſtinguiſh them from o⸗ 
thers. 

Who this Mildred was; whether ſhee was that eldeſt 
daughter of Merwaldus, Bing of Meſt-Mercians, as ſome 
thinke, oz that chee was daughter of Ethelbert, Bing of 
Kent, one of the Founders of Paules Church; J finde no 
Reco2d to ſpecifie , nepther is it much materiall : but it is 
pꝛobable, that ſhe was ſome holy and deuout Maid, which 


the people of that age held to bee a Saint afterward in 


Veauen. 

Jn what yeeres this Church was firſt erected, o who 
was the firſt Founder of it, wee finde not: But it ap- 
peareth by ſome ancient Euivences of the ſaid * 
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that from the beginning it had not ſo much ſpare ground 

about it, as to make a Church-pard ot; vntill in the peere of 

our Lozd God 1420. and the eight of Bing Henry the fift, 

Thomas Morſted, Eſquire, and Chirurgian to the Bings, 

Henry the fourth, Henry the fift, and Henry the ſixt, (and af- 

tet ward, in Auno Domini 1436. was Sheriffe and Alderman 

The Church- of London) gane vnto the Church a parcell of ground, lping 
yard giuen. betweene his dwelling houſe and the ſaid Church (and ad⸗ 
iopning vnto the ſaid Church toward the Nozth) to make a 
Church-pard of, fo2 the buriall of their dead; containing in 

length, from the courſe of Walbrooke, toward the Weſt, 

45+ foot, and in bzeadth, from the Church toward the Nozth, 

, foot. 
TheParſonage * Mithin ſhoꝛt time after, ſome bodie, of religious and cha⸗ 
houſe, and ritable diſpoſition, erected vpon the ſides of the ſaid Church- 
Chambers. yard, but vpon Poſtes and Pillars, with Clopſters vnder⸗ 
neath, toward the Weſt, a Parſonage- houſe, oz Manſion 
and free dwelling of the Pimſters and Recto2s of the'faiv 
Church: and toward the Eaſt foure Chambers, then called 
the Prieſts Chambers; now conucrted into a Tenement, 
oz dwelling houſe , and demiſed fo2 pecrely rent. But the 
Charch-yard is muth ab2idged, and of late foulelp defaced, 
and the lights of the ſaid Parſonage hindered, by advitions 
of _ fo ths ſats ancient Chambers, which ought not 
to be. 

Church raken After ſome pecres expired, the Parſon and Pariſhioners, 
downe and, as it lermeth, ſoeing the Church to be very old, purpoſed to 
new ont take it downe, and to build it new againe: Which they be- 
gan to doe about the pecre of our Lozd God, 1456. At 

what time, Robert Snell and lohn King were Church-war⸗ 

dens, and continued in the Office till the end of the peers 

1467. Toward the which Building, as it may appeare by 
their Accompts, lohn Saxton being Recto2 oz Parſon of the 


ſaid Church, gaue thirtie two pounds; and afterward, Ri- 
— being Parſon , gaus fire pound and fiftcene 
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Of later dayes, to wit, Anno Domini 1594+ and 35. of 
Qucene Elizabeth, of bleſſed memoꝛie, this Church-pard, 


and all the Buildings therecn , which had beene thus long Cha 
in the free poſſeſſion of the Piniſters and Pariſhioners of and Buildings 
the ſaid Church, were, thzough the info2mation of an euill ſuppoſcd to be 
minded man, then Tenant in the Chambers, ſold koz con⸗ Onccglcd. 


cealed Land; whereby the ſaiv Zenement, Church-pard, 
and Clopſters, were like to be loſt from the poſſeſſion of 
the Church, and the Miniſters of the Church to be char⸗ 
ged with an peerelp rent of their Parſonage-houſe foꝛ e- 
uer. But the Parſon and Pariſhioners, by a Jndiciall pꝛo⸗ 
cceding then in her Paicfftes Court of Exchegner, cleared 
all the whole Sople from that incombꝛance: the triall where- 
of was held by Niſi privs in the Guild-Hall of London, 
and the Reco2d is kept in Paſter Fanſhawes Dffice foz the 
Cxchequer, 

Richard Shore, D2aper, one of the Sheriffes in the peere 
1505+ gaue fiftcene pounds to the making of a Pozch to 
this Church. 

In the great Caſt window of this Church are the Armes 
of diners Gentlemen, as Benekactozs: and namely, the 
Armes of Louell and Pury, quartered, and the Armes of 
Richard Keſton, ſingle. 

All the Rooffing of the Church is garniſhed with the 
Armes of one Thomas Aſhehill, who had lent a great 
ſumme of monep toward the new building of the ſayde 
Church, and was one of the Church-wardens there, in the 
yeere 1474. and lyeth buried there, in the South Chappell: 
Vis Armes alſo are to be ſeene in the ſame Chappell, in the 
Window to the Caſt. 

Beſides this Thomas Aſhehill, axe buried in this Church, 
as by their Ponuments appeare, Iohn Saxton, of whom we 
heard befoze, with this Epitaph.

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In this Chancell lyeth the body of Thomas then, Citizen and 
Skinner of London, who was borne in Fodnet in the County 
of Salope, and had to wife E/rzaberh the Daughter of Roger 
Smith of Newport-Pagnell iu the County of Buckingham, by 
home he had ſixe Sons and eight Daughters: which Tho- 
mas departed this life the tenth day of March, Anno Do- 
mini 1590. 


In the pere 1594. Thomas Laue, Citizen and Scrinener of 
London, by his laſt Mill and Teſtament gaue his (mall 
Tenement ouer⸗againſt London VVall nere Biſhopſgate, 
vnto the Church towards the reparations thereof, and reliefe 
of the po2e of the Pariſh. 

On the Nozth ſide of the ſaid Church pard, remaine two 
Tombes of Parble, but not knowne of whome, oz other- 
wiſe then by tradition , it 1s ſaid they were of Thomas Muſ- 
champe, and William Brothurs, about 1547, ft. 

Dome foure houſes Weft from this Pariſh Church of Coũter in the 
Saint Mildred, is a Paiſon-houſe , pertaining to one of the Pulte. 
Sheriffes of London, and is called the Counter in the Poul- 
trie. This hath beene there kept and continued time ont of 
minde, fo2 J haus not read of the oziginall thereof. TAeſt 
from this Counter, was a pꝛoper Chappell, called of Corpus © boy | 
Chriſti, and Saint Mary at Cony hope lane end, inthe Pa- "Vo as 14 
rich of Saint Mildred, founded by one named Tonirunnes, a 
Citizen of London, in the raigne of Edward the third, in 
which Chappell was a Guild o2 Fraternitic, that might diſ- 
pend in Lands better then twenty pound by pere: it was ſup- 
pꝛeſſed by Henry the eight, and purchaſed by ane Thomas 
Hobſon, Yaverdaſher : he turned this Chappell into a fapꝛe 
Warehouſe and ſhops towards the ſtreete, with lodgings o- 
uer them. 

Then is Conichope lane, of old time ſo called, of a ſigne Conibops 
of thꝛee Conies hanging ouer a Poulters ſtall at the Lanes lan 
end. Within this Lane ſtandeth the Gzocers Mall, which 
Company, being of old time called Pepperers, were firſt in- 
copozated by the name of Gzocers,in the pere 1345. at which 
time 
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Grocers Hall time they elected foz Cuſtos o2 Gardian of their fraternity, 
purchaſed and Richard Oſwin , and Laurence Hallwell, and twenty Bze⸗ 
builded. thꝛen were then taken in, to be of their Society.

Anthonies Churchs 
pard to the Gzocers, towardes the reltefe of the pooze Bꝛe- 
thꝛen in that Company. Alſo Henry Keble, Gzocer, Maioz, 
gaue to the ſeuen Almes people, ſire pence weekely fo2 ener, 
which penſion is now encreaſed by the Maſters, to ſome of 
them two ſhillings the peece weekelp, and to ſome of them 
leſſe, c. Henry Ady,Gzocer, 1563. gaue 1000. Parkes fo the 
G2ocers to purchaſe Lands. And Sir John Pechie, Knight 
Banaret re of that Companp, gaue them fine hund2ed pound 
to tertaine vſes : he builded Almes/houſes at Ludingſtone in 
Kent, and was there buried. 

Weſt from this Conyhope lane is theold Turie, whereof 
ſome poztion is of Cheape V Vard, as afoꝛe is ſhewed: at the 
South end of this lane, is the Pariſh Church of Saint Mary 

Pariſh Church Colechurch,named of one Cole that builded it: this Church is 
of S. Mary builded vpon a vault aboue ground, ſo that men are fozced to 
_Cole-Church goe to aſcend bp thereunto by certaine ſteps. I findeno Ponu⸗ 
ments of this Church moꝛe, then that Henry the fourth gran⸗ 

ted licence to VVilliam Ma:ſhall and others, to found a Bꝛo- 

therhood of Saint Katherin therein, becauſe Thomas Becket, 

and S. Edmond the Archbiſhop were baptized there. Moze 

J reade of Bordhangly lane, to be of that Pariſh : and thus 

much fo2 the Nozth ſide of the Poultrie.

Concerning other Antiquities there: firſt, is Buckles bu- Buckles burie, 
rie, ſo called of a Manno2 and Tenements pertaining to one of one Buckle. 
Buckle, who there dwelled, and kept his Courts. This Man⸗ | 
noz is ſuppoſed to be the great Stone building, pet in part 
remaining on the South ſive of the ffreete, which of late time 
bath bene called the Old Barge, of ſuch a Signe hanged out, 
neere the gate thereof. This Mannoz, oz great Youſe, hath 
ol long time been diuided and letten out into many tenements: 
and it hath been a common ſpeech, that when V Valbrooke did Barges towed 
lye open, Barges were rowed out of the Thames, oꝛ towed vp 'P Valbrooke 
ſo farre: and therefoze the place hath euer ſince beene called [02 Puckles 
the Old Barge. - | 


Alſo, on the No2th ſide of this ſtreet, directly oner-againft 
the ſaid Buckles burie, was one ancient and ſtrong Tower 
of Stone: the which Tower, King Edward the third, in the 
eighteenth of his raigne, by the name of the Kings honſe, cal⸗ 
led Cornet ſtoure in London, did appoint to be his Exchange Cornet cure 
of Poney, there to be kept. In the 29. he granted it to Fry- buena bu 
dus Guy nyfane, and Landus Bardoile, Parchants of Luke, Sn | 
fo2 twentte pound the peere. And in the 3 2. he gane the ſame Exchequer; 
Tower to his Colledge, oz free Chappell of Saint Stephen | 
at Weſtminſter, by the name of Cornet ſtoure at Buckles burie 
in London. 

This Tower, of late peeres, was taken downe by one 
Buckle, a Grocer, meaning, in place thereof, to haue ſet vp 
and builded a goodly frame of Timber: but the ſaid Buckle 
greedily labouring to pull downe the old Tower, a part there⸗ 
of fell vpon him, which ſo ſoze bzuiſed him, that his life was 
thereby ſhoztened :; and another, that married his widow, ſet 
bp the new pzepared Frame of Timber, and finifhed the 
Wozke. 

This whole ſtreete, called Buckles burie, on both the ſides 
thꝛoughont, is poſſeſſed of Grocers & Apothecaries. Toward 
the Weft end therok, on the South ſide, bzeaketh ont one —_

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ded by Thomas Fitztheobald de Heili, and Agnes his wife, 
Siſter to Thomas Becker, in the raigne of Henry the 2, They 
gaue to the Paſter and Bꝛethzen, the landes with the appur- 
tenances, that ſomtimes were Gilbart Beckets, Father to the 
ſaid Thomas, in the which hee was bozne, there to make a 
Churth.

don, #c. to be holden in Burgage, as all the Citie of London 
is, and which were wozth by peere in all iſſues, accoꝛding to 
the true value of them, 7 li. 13.8. 4-d. as was found by inqui⸗ 
ſition befoze Thomas Knolles, Paioz, and Eſchetoꝛ in the ſaid 
Citie. Henry the ſixt, in the 3. of his raigne, at the requeſt of 
Iobn Couentrie, Iohn Carpenter, and William Grove gate 
to the Mercers,to haue a Chaplaine, and a B2zotherhod,foz re- 
liefe of ſuch of their Companie, as came to decap by miſfoz- 
tune on the Sea. Jn the pere 15 36. on S. Peters night, King 
Henry the eight, and Quer ne Ianc his wife, ſtood in this Mer- 
ters Hall, then new builded, and beheld the marching Match 
of the Citie, moſt bꝛauely ſet out, Sir lohn Allen, Perter, one 
of the Bings Councell, being Paioz.

In this Lane is the ſmall Pariſh Church, called Al- Pariſh Church 
hallowes in Hony lane: There be no Monuments in this of alhellowes, 
Church wozth the noting. J find, that John Norman, Dꝛaper, Hony lane, 
Maioz, 1453. was buried there: He gaue to the Dꝛapers his 
Tenements on the No2th ſide the ſaid Church, they to allow 
fo2 the Beame light and Lamp, xiuj · s. ity.d. yerely, from this 
Lane to the Standard. And thus much foꝛ Cheape Ward,in the 
high fret of Cheape; fo? it ſtretcheth no farther, 

Now,fo2 the No2th Wing of Cheape Ward, haue pe Catte- Carre-firec:, 
ſtreet, coʒruptlp called Catteten ſtreet, which beginneth at the 
Noꝛth end of Ironmonger lane, and runneth to the Meſt end 
of S. Lawrence Church, as is afoze ſhewed. | 

Dn the No2th ide of this ſfreet is the Guild-Hall, wherein The Guild- 
the Courts foz the Citie be kept, namely, r. The Court of Hall, and 
Common Councell, 2. The Court of the Lozd Maioꝛ and his Ccurts Cape. 
Bꝛethzen the Aldermen, 3. The Court of Huſtings, 4. The ö 
Court of Ozphanes, 5. The two Courts of the Sheriffes, 
6. The Court of the Ward-mote, 7.Lhe Court of Yailmote, 
S. The Court of Requeſts , commonly called the Court of 
Conſcience, 9. The Chamberlaines Court foʒ Pꝛentiſes, and 
making them free. This Guild-Hall, ſaith Robert Fabian, was 
begun to be builded new in the pere 1411. the twelfth of Hen- 
ry the fourth, by Thomas Knoles, then Paioꝛz, and his 152ey 
thꝛen the Aldermen: The ſame was made, of alittle cottage, 
a -targe and great houſe, as now it ſtandeth; towards the char- 
ges whereof,the Companies gaue large benenolences. Allo 
offences of men were pardoned foꝛ ſummes of money towards 
this Moꝛke, extraoꝛdinarie Fees were raiſed, Fines, Amerce- 
ments, and other things imploped, during ſeuen peres, with a 
continuation thereof thze peeres moze, all to be imploped to 
this building. 

The 
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The firſt peere of Henry the fixt, lohn Couentrie and Iohn 
Carpentar, Cxetutoꝛzs to Richard VVhitington, gàaue towards 
the pauing of this great Hall twentie pound, and the next pere 
fifteene pound moze to the ſaid Pauement with hard Stone 
of Purbecke : They alſo glaſed ſome Windowes thereof,and 
of the Maioꝛs Court, on euery which Mindow, the Armes of 
Richard Whitington are placed. The foundation of the Pai⸗ 
02s Court was laid in the third yeere of the raigne of Henry 
the ſirt; and of the Pozch, on the South ſide of the Maiozs 
Court, in the fourth of the ſaid King. Then was builoed the 
Paiszs Chamber, and the Councell Chamber , with other 
roomes aboue the ſtaires. 

Hauing here ſo iuſt occaſion, ſpeaking of that fozmer an⸗ 
cient Councell Chamber, which hath continued ſo euer ſince; 
A cannot but account it expedient (as in no place better fit- 
ting) to remember the faire and goodly new Counceil Cham⸗ 
ber; a wozthie Act and Yono2, whereby to renowne deſer- 
uedly the Citie foꝛ euer. The ſaid new Councell Chamber, 


wherein to pꝛeſerue the Bookes and Reco2ds belonging to 
the Citie; and another Roome alſo, vnderneath the ſaid Cham- 
ber, reſerned fo2 neceſſarie vſe and implopment, began to be 
builded the firſt Weeke after Caſter, in the time of the Paio⸗ 
raltie of Sir Thomas Middleton, Knight, and Alderman, An. 
Dom. 1614. It was fully finiſhed o2tly after Michaelmas, 
1615. at the latter end of the Maiozaltie of Sir Thomas 
Hayes, Knight, and Alderman. But the Lozd Paio?, and the 
Aldermen his Bzethzen, kept their firft Court in the ſapd 
new Councell Chamber, on the ſeuenth dap of Nonember, 
Anno Dom, 1615. Dir Iohn Iolles, Knight, and Alderman, 
being then Lo2d Maioz: By whoſe oꝛder and direction the 
ſaid Building was perfo2med, from the firſt beginning theres 
of, to the finall finiſhing of the ſame ; amounting to the charge 
of one thouſand , ſeuen hundzed, and foztie pounds: then 
which, no monep (in mp mind) could be better beſtowed,noz 
moꝛe to the Cities credit and renowne. 

L aſt of all, a ſtately Pozch, entring the great Yall, was 
erected, 
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erected, the front thereof towards the South, being beauti⸗ 


fied with Images of Stone, ſuch as is ſhewed by theſe Uer⸗ 
ſes following, made about ſome thirtie peeres ſince , by 
VVilliam Elderton, at that time an Attournep in the She- 
riffes Conrts there.

William Ha- 
riot, Dꝛaper, Paioz, t 48 1. gaue foztie pound to the making 
of two Louers in the ſaid Gmild-Vall, and toward the gla⸗ 
ſing thereof. The Kitchens, and other houſes of Dffice, ad- 


iopning to this Guild-Mall, were builded of later time, to =" 


wit, about the peere 1501. by pꝛocurement of Sir lohn Sha, 
Goldſmith, Baio2, (who was the firſt that kept his Feaſt 
there) towards the charges of which Wozke, the Maioꝛ t ad 
of the Fellowſhips of the Citie (by their owne agreement) 
tertsine ſummes of money ; as, of the Bercers foꝛtie pound. 
the Grocers twentie pound, the Dꝛapers thirtie pound, and 
ſo of the other Fellowſhips through the Citie, as they were 
of power. Alſo Widowes, and other well diſpoſed perſons, 
gaue certaine ſummes of money : as the Ladie Hill, tenne 
pound; the Ladie Auſtrie, tenne pound; and ſo of many m_ 
til 
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till the wozke was finiſhed. Dince the which time, the Pa⸗ 
iozs Feaſts haue been yeerelp kept there, which befozetime 
had biene kept in the Zaplozs Hall, and in the Grocers Hal: 
Nicholas Alwyn Grocer Maioz, 1499. deteaſed 1505. gaue 
by his Teſtament , foꝛ a hanging of Tapeſtrie to ſerue fo; 
pꝛincipall daies in the Guild Hall 73. pound, 6. ſhillings and 
eight pence, How this gift was perfozmed J haue not heard, 
fo2 Erecutozs of our time hauing no conſcience ( I ſpeake 
of my owne knowledge) pꝛoue moze teſtaments then they 
perkozme. 
Chappell ot Now foꝛ the Chappel oz Colledge of our Lady Mary Mag- 
Colledge ax dalen, and of All-Saints by the Guild Hall, called London 
Guildhall, Colledge: I read, that the lame was builded about the yeere 
ent. 1299. and that Peter Fanelore, Adam Frauncis, and Henry 
Frowike, Citizens, gaue one Meſſuage with the appurtenan⸗ 
ces, in the Pariſh of S. Foſtar, to William Brampton, Cuſtos 
of the Chauntry , by them founded in the ſaid Chappell, with 
foure Chaplens,and on the other houſe in the Pariſh of Saint 
Giles without Cripplegate, in the 27, of Edward the third,

alco in the Taſt, on the courſe of Walbrook, 
in Lothbury , and runneth Meſt (on the 
South ſide)to the end of Ironmongers lane, 
and on the Noꝛth fide, to the Welt cozner 

* of Baſſings hall ſtteet. Dn the South ſide 
of Lothbury , is the ſtrete called the Old Iury, the one halfe, 
and better; on both ſides towards Cheape , is of this Ward, 
On the No2th ſide lyeth Coleman ſtreet , whereof the Ward 
taketh name, wholly on both ſides Nozth to London Wall, 
and from that No2th end along by the Wall, and Moregate 
Caſt, to the courſe of Walbrooke. And again, from Coleman 
ſtreet Weſt to the Jron grates: and theſe be the bounds of this 
Ward. 

Antiquities to be noted therein are theſe : Firſt, the ſtr&te 
of Lothbery , Lathbery, oz Loadbery (foꝛ by all theſe names 
haue J read it) toke the name (as it ſeemeth) ofa Bery, o2 
Court of olde time there kept,but by whom, is growne out of 
memoꝛy. This ſtreet is poſſeſſed (foz the moſt part) by Foun⸗ 
ders, that taſt Candleſtickes, Chafingviſhes, Dpice-moztars, 
and ſuch like Copper 02 Laten wozks,and do afterward turne 
them with the fote , and not with the whele , to make them 
ſmoth and bꝛight, with turning and ſcratting (as ſome doe 
tearme it) making aloathſome noyſe to the bp-paſſers, that 
haue not been vſed to the like; and therefoze by them diſdat- 
nevly called Lothbury, On the South ſide of this ſtreet, as 
mongſt the Founders, be ſome faire houſes, x large, foꝛ Par- 
chants, namely, one that (of olde time) was the Jewes Spna⸗ 
gogue, which was defaced by the Citizẽs of London,aftes that 
they had lain700-Jews,and ſpoiled the reſidue of their gods, 
; in 
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in the yere 1262.the 47.0f H. the 3. And not long after, in the 
yere 1291, King Edward the 1. baniſhed the remnant of the 
Jewes out of England, as is afoze ſhewed. 

The ſaid Spnagogue being ſo ſuppꝛeiled, certaine Friers 
got poſſeſſion thereof : Foz in the yeere 1 257. (ſaith Mathew 
Paris) there were ſ&ne in London a new o2der of Friers,cal- 
led De Peerirentia Teſu, oz Fratres de Sacca, becauſe they were g . 
apparelled in Sackcloth , who had their houſe in London, Sacca or 
neere vnto Alderſgate without the gate, and had licenſe of H. pxninenca, 
the third, in the 54. of his reigne, to remoue from thence to 
any other place: and in the 56. he gaue vnto them this Jewes 
Spnagogue. After which time, Eleanor the Queene, wife to 
Edward the firſt, toke into her pꝛotection, and warranted vnto 
the Pꝛioꝛ and bzethzen De Pœnitentia Jeſu Chriſti of London, 
the ſaid land and building in Colechurch ſtreet, in the Pariſh Colechurch 
of S. Olaue in the Iury, and S. Margaret in Lothbery, by her ſtreet, or Olde 
granted, with conſent of Stephen de Fulborne, Under-War- lury. 
den of the Bzidge-houſe, and other bꝛethzen of that houſe : 
foz thzeeſcoze Parkes of Siluer, which they had receiued of 
the lapd Pꝛioꝛ and bzethzen of repentance, toward the buil- 
ding of the ſapd Bꝛidge. 

This D2ver of Friers gathered many god Schollers, and 
multiplied in number exceedinglp, vntil the Councel at Lyons, 
by the which it was decrecd, that ( from that time fo2th) there 
ſhould no moze Ozders of begging Friers bee permitted, 
but only the 4. Oꝛders, to wit, the Dominicke oz Pꝛeachers; 
the Minorices 02 Gray Friers; the Carmelites oz White Fri- 
ers, and the Auguſtines : and ſo from that time, the begging 
Friers decreaſed,and fell to nothing. Now it followed, that 
in the peere 1305. Robert Firzwalterrequeſted and obtained Robert F. 
ok the ſaid King Edward the firſt, that the ſame Friers of the walter hi: 
Sacke , might aſſigne to the ſaid Robert their Chappell oz houfc. 
Church, of old time called the Synagogue of the Jewes, nere 
adioining to the then manſion place of the ſame Robert- which 
was in place, where now ſtandeth the Grocers Hall: and the 
ſayd Synagogue was at the Poꝛth Cozner of the Old Jurp.

But that 
this Youſe hath bene a Temple, 62 Jewiſh Spnagogue, (as 
ſome haue fantaſted) J allow not, feeing that it had no ſuch 
foꝛme of roundnes,0z other likeneſſe. Neither had it the foꝛme 
of a Church,fo2 the aſſembly of Chꝛiſtians, which are bnilded 
Caſt and Weſt: but contrariwiſe,the ſame was buildev Nozth 
and South,and in fozme of a Noble mans houſe: and therfoze 
the beſt opinion (in my iudgement) is, that it was (of old time 
belonging to the Familp of the Baſſings, which was in this 
Realme a name of great antiquitie 4 renswne,and that it bare 


Daſſings Hall. alſo the name of that Family, and was called ther foꝛe Baſſings 
Haugh, oz Hall. Mhereunto J am the rather induced, foz that 
Ames of the the Arms of that Family were(of old time )ſo abundantly plas 
Baſſing . ted in ſundꝛy parts of that houſe, euen in the Stone-wozke, but 
moꝛe eſpecially,on the walls of the Hall, which carried a conti⸗ 
nuall painting of them on enery ſide lo cloſe together, as one 
Eſcutcheon could be placed by another, which J my ſelfe haue 
aten ſeene & noted, befoze the old Building was taken downe. 
ak; Theſe-Arms were a Gerond of twelue points, Gold, Azure. 
Hall Ward © Ok the Baſsings therefoze, builders of this Houſe, t owners of 
tooke that the Ground neere adiopning, that Ward taketh the name; as 
dame. Coleman ſtreet Ward of Coleman, Faringdon Ward of Wil- 


liam & Nicholas Faringdon, men that were pzincipall owners 
gf thoſe places. Any 
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And of old time, the moſt Noble perſons that inhabited this 
Citie, were appointed to be p2incipall Pagiſtrates there: as 
was Godfiey de Magun (oz Magnauilla)Poztgraue, o2 Shes 
riffe, in the raigne of William the Conquero2,and of William 
Rufus; Hugh de Buch, in the raigne of Henry the firft ; Au- 
berie de Vere, Carle ot Oxford, After him, Gilbert Becker, 
in the raigne of King Stephen. After that, Godfrey de Mag- 
nauilla, the ſonne of William, the ſonne of Godfrey de Mag- 
nauilla, Carles of Eſſex, were Poztgraues oz Sheriffes of 
London and Middleſex, In the raigne of Henry the ſecond, 
Peter Firzwalcer : after him, Iohn Fitznigel, gc. So likewiſe 
in the raigne of King lohn, the :16. of his raigne, a time of 


great troubles, in the pere 1214. Salomon Baſſing, and Hugh Salomon Bas 
Baſſing, Barons of this Nealme, as map be ſuppoſed, were ſing and other 
Sheriffes; and that the ſaid Salomon Baſſing was Maioz in“ that name. 


the peere 1216. which was the firſt of Henry the third. Alſo 
Adam Baſſing, ſonne to Salomon (as it ſcemeth) was one 
sf the Sheriffes , in the peere 1243+ the 28. of Henry the 
third. 

Unto this Adam de Baſſing, King Henry the third, in the 
31. ok his raigne, gaue and confirmed certaine Peſſuages in 
Aldermanburic, and in Milke ſtreet, (places not farre from 
Baſſings Hall) and the aduowſon of the Church at Baſſings 
Hall, with ſundzie liberties and pꝛiuiledges. | 

This man was afterwards Paioz, in the peere 1251. the 
36. of Henry the third. Mozeouer, Thomas Baſſing was one 
of the Sheriffes, 1269. Robert Baſſing, Sheriffe, 1279. and 
William Baſſing was Dheriffe 1308. c. Foz moze of the 
Baſſings in this Citie, I need not note, onely J read of this 
Familie of Baſſings in Cambridge ſhire , called Baſsing at 


the Bourne, and moze ſhaztly , Baſsing Bourne, and gaue Baſſing Bourn 


Armes 3s is afoze ſhewed, and was painted about this old

that in the twentieth of Richard the ſecond, the ſaid King,foz 
the carne of fiftie pounds, which the Paioz and Comminal- 
tie had paied into the Panapar, graunted licence, ſo much ag 
was in him, to Iohn Froſh, William Parker, and Stephen Spil- 
man, (Citizens and Percers) that they, the ſatd Peſluage, 
talled Bakewell Hall, and one Garden, with the appurtenan- 
ces, in the Pariſh of Saint Michael of Baſſings Haugh, and 
of Saint Lawrence in the Iewry of London, and one eſlſu⸗ 
age, two Shops, and one Garden, in the ſaid Pariſh of Saint 
Michael, which thep held of the King in Burgage , might 
giue and aſſigne to the Paioꝛ and Comminaltie foꝛ euer. 
Bakewell Hall This Bakewell Hall thus cftabliſhed, hath beene long ſince 
a market place imploped, as a weekely Parket place foz all ſozts of Mol⸗ 
for Woollen len Clothes, bzoad and narrow, bzought from all parts of 
Clothes. this Realme, there to be ſold. In the one and twentieth of 
Richard the ſecond, Richard Whitington, Maioz; and in the 
two and twentieth, Drew Barringtine being Paioz, it was 
decreed, that no Foꝛreine oꝛ Stranger ſhould ſell any Wools 
len Cloth, but in the Bake well Hall, vpan paine of fozfeiture 
thereok. 

This houſe (ok late peeres) growing ruinous, and in dan⸗ 
ger of falling, Richard May. Marchant-Taploꝛ, at his deceaſe 
gaue towards the new building of the ontward part thereof, 
thꝛee hundzed pounds, vpon condition, that the ſame ſhould 
be perkoꝛmed within thzee peeres after his deceaſe. Where 

Bakewell Hall upon, the old Bakewell Hall was taken downe, and in the 
new builded. moneth of Febzuarie nert following, the founvation of a 
* new, ſtrong, and beautifull Stoze-houſe being laid, the wozke 
. thereof was ſo diligently applied, that within the ſpace of ten 
moneths after, to the charges of 2500, pounds,the ſame was 

finiſhed, in the peere 1588.

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About this Cloyſter, was artificially and richly painted, the 
Dante of Machabray, oꝛ Dante of Death, tommonlp called the 
Dance of Pauls; the like whereof was painted about S. Inno- 
cents Cloyſter at Paris in France: the Peters oꝛ Poeſie of this 
Dance, were tranſlated out of French into Engliſh by Iobn 
Lidgate, onke of Bury, the Picture of Death leading all e⸗ 
fates; at the diſpence of lenken Carpenter, in the reigne of 
Henry the ſixt. In this Cloyſter were buried many perſons, 
ſome of wozſhip, and others of honour : The Ponuments of 
whom, in number and curious wozkmankſhip, paſſed all other 
that were in that Church. 

Duer the Eaſt Quadꝛant of this Clopſter, was a faire Li- 
bzarie, builded at the coſts and charges of Waltar Shering- 
ton, Chancelloz of the Duchie of Lancaſter, in the reigne of 
Henry the ſixt: which hath beene well furniſhed with faire 
— bookes, in Uellam; but few of them now do remaine 
there. 

In the midſt of this Pardon Church-yard, was alſo a faire 
Chappell, firſt founded by Gilbert Becker, Poztgraue, and 
pꝛincipall Pagiſtrate of this Citie, in the raigne of King Ste- 
phen,who was there buricd. Thomas Moore, Deane of Pauls, 
befoze named, reedified oz new builded this Chappell, and 
founded thzee Chaplaines there, in the reigne of Henry the 

In the yeere 1549. on the tenth of Apzill, the ſaid Chap⸗ 
pell, by commandement of the Duke of Somerſet, was bes 
gun to be pulled downe , with the whole Clopftrie , the 
Dance cf Death, the Tombes and Ponuments: ſo that 
nothing thercof was left, but the bare Plot of Ground, 
which is ſince conuerted into a Garden, foz the Pettie Ca- 
nons. 

There was alſo a Chappell at the Nozth dooze of Pauls, 
founded by the ſame Waltar Sheringrton, by licence of Henry 
the lixt, fo2 two, thꝛe, oꝛ foure Chaplaines, indowed with fozs 
tie pound by the yeere. This Chappell alſo was pulled downe 
in the reigne of Edward the ſixt, and in place thereof a faire 
houſe builded.

Crowdowne to this effect. 

Many liege-men, and Chriſtian people, hauing begun a Fra- 
ternity, and Guild, to the honour of the moſt glorious name of 
Ieſu Chriſt our Sauiour.in a place called the Crowds of the Ca- 
thedrall Church of Paulis in London, web hath continued long 
time peaceably, till now of late: whereupon they haue made 
requeſt, and we haue taken vpon vs the name and charge of the 
foundation, to the laud of Almighty God, the Father, the Son 
and the holy Ghoſt, and eſpecially to the honour of Ieſu, in 
whoſe honour the Fraternity was begun, &c. 

The King ozdained William Say, then Deane of Pauls to 
be the Recto2,and Richard Ford (a Rememb2ancer in the Ex- 
chequer )and Henry Bennis (Clarke of his Pꝛiup Seale ) the 
Gardians of theſe Bꝛothers and Siſters; they and their ſuc- 
ceſſo2s to haue a common ſeale, licence to purchaſe lands oz 
tenements, to the valne of 40. li. by the yeere, tc. 

This foundation was confirmed by Henry the 7. the two 
and twenticth of his reigne, to Docto Coller, then Deane of 
Pauls, Kectoz there, gc.

In idle and kriuolous opinion of whom, ſome men (of late 
times) haue made a ſolemne meeting at his Tombe, vpon 
Saint Andrewes dap in the mozning ( befoze Chziſtmalle) 
and concluded on a Bꝛeakkaſt, o2 Dinner, as aſſuming them⸗ 
ſelues to be ſeruants, and to holv diucrſitic of Offices under 
the good Duke Humphrey. 

TLikewiſe, on May-day, Tankard-bearers, TTatermen, and 
ſome other of like qualitie belive, wontd vſc to come to the 
ſame Tombe carly in the mozning, and (accozding as the o⸗ 
ther) haue deliuered leruiceable pꝛeſentation at the ſame Po⸗ 
nument, by ſtrewing hearbes, and ſpzintzling faire water on 
it, as in the dutie of ſeruants, and acco2ding to their degrees 
and charges in Office. But, as Maſter Stowe hath vdiſcrectly 
aduiſed ſuch as are ſo merrilp diſpoſed, oꝛ ſimply p2ofeſſe them- 
ſelues to ſerue Duke Humphrey in Pauls: if puniſhment of 
lofing their Dinners doply there, benot ſufficient foz them; 
they Chonid be ſent to S. Albons, to anſwere there foz their 
diſobedience, and long abſence from their ſo highly well-de- 
ſerning Lo2d and Paſſer, becauſc in their merrie diſpoſition 
they picaſe ſo to call him.

Lion, on the Poꝛth ſide, vp almoſt to Pauls 
Gate; fo2 it lacketh but one houſe of Saint 
Auguſtines Church. And on the South ſide, from the Red Lion 
Gate to the Old Exchange; and downe the ſame Exchange, 
on the Eaft ſide, by the Meſt end of Mayden lane, oz Diltar 
lane, to Knight-Riders ſtreet, oz, as they call that part thereof, 
Old Fiſhſtreer. And all the Nozth ſide of the ſaid Old Fiſh- 
freer, to the South end of Breadſtreet, and by that, (till in 
Knight- Riders ſtreet, till oner-againft the Trinitie Church, and 
Trinitie Lane.

Breadſtreer. Ward; the ſame was builded by Thomas Wood, 
Goldſmith, one of the Sheriffes of London, in the pere 1491. 
It containeth in number tenne faire dwelling houſes, and 
foureteene ſhops, all in one Frame, vnifo2mely builded foure 
Stozies high, beautified towards the ſtrect with the Eold- 
ſmithes Armes, and the likeneſſe of Wood-men, in memozie 
of his name, riding on monſtrous Beaſts; all which is caſt in 
Lead, richty painted ouer,and gilt: theſe he gaue to the Golds 
\miths,with Stocks of Boney to be lent to pong men, hauing 
thoſe chops, tc. This ſaid Front was againe new painted and 
gilt oner in the peere 1594. Dir. Richard Martin being then 
Maioz, and keeping his Paioꝛaltie in one cf them;ſeruing out 
the time of Cutbert Buckle, from the 2. of July, till the 28. of 
October. 

Then foꝛ Watheling ſtreet, which Leyland calleth Atheling 
62 Noble ſtreet: but ſince he ſheweth no reaſon why, J rather 
take it to be ſo named, of the great high way of the ſame cal- 
ling. True it is, that at this pꝛeſent the inhabitants tbereof 
are wealthie Dꝛapers, retaplers of Woollen Clothes, both 
Bꝛoad and Narrow,of all ſozts, moze then in any one Street 
of this Citie. :

Then alſo were D2vers deniſed fo2 reliefe of the Pooze: 
the inhabitants were all called to their Pariſh Churches;

Aldermen, oz other graue Citizens, thep were by eloquent 
Ozations perſwaded , how great and how many commodi⸗ 
ties would enſue vnto them and their Citie, if the pooze of 
diners ſo2ts, which they named, were taken from out their 
Streetes, Lanes, and Allepes, and were beſtowed and p2outs 
ded fo2 in Yoſpitalls abzoad, cc. Therefoze was euery man 
moued, liberally to graunt ( what they would impart ) to- 
wards the pꝛeparing and furniſhing of ſuch Yoſpitals, and 
alſo , what they would contribute weekelp , towards their 
maintenance, fo2 a time, which (they ſaid) ſhould not be paſt 
one peere, 02 twaine, vntill they were better furniſhed of En⸗ 
dowment. Zo make ſho2t, euerp man graunted liberallp, ac⸗ 
co2ding to his abilitie: Bookes were dꝛawne of the Keltefe 
in cuery Ward of the Citie, towards the new Hoſpitals, and 
were delinered by the Paioz to the Kings Commiſſioners, 
on the ſeuentcenth of Febzuarp; and o2der was taken therein, 
lo as the ſire and twentieth of July, in the peere 155 2. the re- 
pap:ing of the Gray Friers houſe,fo2 pooze fatherleſſe childzen, 
was taken in hand ; and alſo, in the latter end of the ſame

But this was not ſo indeede, as J haue beene credibly infozs 
med : true it is, that this Bolton was alſo Parſon of Harrow, 
and therefoze beſtowed ſome (mall reparations on the Parſo- 
nage houſe,and builded nothing there moꝛe then a Douchouſe, 
toſerne him when he had foꝛgone his 122102, 

To this P2iozp Bing Henry the ſecond granted the p2ini- 
ledge of a Faire to be kept peerelp at Bartholomewrtide, foz 
thꝛee dapes, to wit, the Eue, the Dap,and the next mozrow, to 
the which the Clothiers of England, and Dꝛapers of London 
repapꝛed, and had their Boothes and ſtandings within the 
Churchpard ok this Pꝛiozie, cloled in with Walles and Gates 
locked euery night, and watched foz ſafety of mens gods 
t wares; a Court of Piepowders was daily during the Faire 
holden,fo2 debts and contracts. But notwithſtanding all Pꝛo⸗ 
clamations of the Pꝛince, and alſo the act of Parliament, in 
place of Bothes within this Thurchpard (onelp letten out in 
the Faire time, and cloſed vp all the peere after) bee many 
large honſes builded, and the Nozth Wall towards Long 
lane, taken downe,anumber of Tencments are there erected, 
fo2 ſuch as will cine great rents.

At the day appointed, there iſſued foꝛth of the Tower, about 
the third houre of the day, ſixtie Courſers , apparelled foz the 
Aults, and vpon euerp one an Eſquire of honour riding aſokt 
pace: then came foꝛth 60 Ladies of honour mounted vpon 
Palfraies, riding on the one fide richly apparelled, and enery 
Lady led a Knight with a chaine of gold, thoſe Knights being 
on the kings partie, had their Armoꝛ and apparell, garniſhed 
with white Barts, and Crownes of golde about the arts 
neckes, and ſo they came riding thꝛough the ſtreetes of Lon- 
don to Smithfield, with a great number of Trumpets , and os 
ther inſtruments of muſicke befoze them. The Ving and 
Queene, who were lodged in the Biſhops Palace of London, 
were come from thence, with many great Eſtates, and place d 
in chambers to ſee the Juſts: the Ladies that led the Knights, 
were taken down from their Palfrapes, and went vp to cham⸗ 
bers pꝛepared foz them. Then alighted the Equires of Yonoz

In the yere 1393. the 17. of Richard the ſecond, certaing 
L oꝛds of Scotland came into England to get worſhip, by fozce 
of Armes, the Carle of Marre challenged the Carle of Noting- 
ham, to iuſt with him, and ſo they rode together certaine cour- 
ſes, but not the full challenge, foꝛ the Earle of Marre was caft 
both hozſe and man, and two of his ribbes bꝛoken with the fall, 
ſo that hee was conuaped out of Smithfield , and ſo towards 
Scotland, but dped by the wap at Yorke, 

Sir William Darell, Knight, the Bings Banner⸗bearer of 
Scotland, challenged Sir Percy Courtney, Knight, the Rings 
Banner-bearer of England, and when they had run certaine

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courſes , one oner withont concluſian of vickozie. Then 
Cookeborne, Eſquire of Scotland, challenged Sir Nicholas 
Hawbcrke, Knight , and rode fine courſes, but Cookeborne, 
was vozne ouer hozſe and man, ec. 

In the yeere 1409. the tenth of Henry the fourth, a great 
Play was plated at Skinners Wel, which laſted 8.dapes, where 
were to ſee the ſame, the moſt part of the Nobles and Gentles 
in England: and fozthwith began a ropal iuſting in Smithfield, 
betweene the Carle of Somerſet, and the Sencſhall of Henalc, 
Dir Io. Cornwall, Sir Richard Arundell, and the ſonne of Sir 
Iohn Cheiney, againſt certaine French men. And the ſame 
peere a battell was fought in Smithfield, betwrene two El⸗ 
quires, the one called Glauceſter Appellant, and the other Ar- 
thure Defendant, they fought valtantly, but the King took vp 
the quarrell into his hands and pardoned them both. 

In the peere 1430. the 8. of Henry the 6. the 14. of Janua⸗ 
ry, a battell was done in Smithfield, within the Liſtes, befoze 
the Bing, betweene two men of Feuerſham in Kent, lohn Vp- 
ton, Potarp, Appellant, and John Downe, Gentleman, Defen- 
dant: Tohn Vpton put vpon Iohn Downe , that hee and his 
Compiers ſhould imagine the Kings death, vpon the dap of 
his Cozonation. When theſe had fought long, the King toke 
bo the matter, and foꝛgaue both the parties. 

In the peere 1442. the 20. of Henry the 6. the 30. of Janu⸗ 
ary, a Challenge was done in Smithfield, within the Liſts, 
befoꝛe the King, there being Sir Philip la Beaufe, of Aragon, 
Unight, the other, an Elquire of the Kings honſe,calted,lohn 
Anſley oz Anſtley; they came to the field all armed, the Knight 
with his \wozd dzawne, and the Efquire with his Speare, 
which Speare he caſt againſt the Knight, but the Knight auoi⸗ 
ded it with his woꝛd, and caſt it to the ground. Then the El- 
quire tooke his Axe, and ſmote many blowes on the Knight, 
and made him let fall his Axe, and bꝛake vp his vniber thꝛee 
times, and would haue ſmit him on the face with his dagger, 
fo2 to haue llaine him; vut then the Ring cried hold, and lo they 
were departed: the Bing made John Anſley, Knight, and the 
night of Aragon offered his Parneffe at Windſor. 1

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In the peere 1446. the 24. of Henry the 6. John Dauid ap. 


aſſigned them to fight in Smithfield, the Paſter being well be⸗ 
lsued, was ſo cheriſhed by his friends, and plyed with wine, 
that being therewith ouercome, was allo vnluckilp ſlaine by 
his ſeruant. But that falſe ſeruant (foꝛ he falſely accuſed his 
Malter) liued not long vnpuniſhed, foꝛ he was after banged at 
Teyborne foz felonie. 

Let ſuch falſeaccuſers note this foz example, and looke foz 
no better end, without ſpeedy repentance. 

The lame peere, Thomas Fitz-Thomas, Prior of Kilmaine, 
appeached Sir lames Butler, Carle of Ormond, of treaſons: 
which had a dap aſſigned them to fight in Smithfield, the Liftg 
were made, and the field pꝛepared: but when it came to the 
point, the King tommandes they ſhould not fight, and tok the 
quarrell into his hands. 

In the peere 1467. the ſeuenth of Edward the fourth, the 
baſtard of Burgoigne, challenged the Lo2d Scales, bzother to 
the Queene, to fight with him, both on hozſe-backe and on fot: 
the ing therfoze cauſed Lifts to bepzepared in Smithfield, the 
length of 120. Taplozs pards , and 10. foot, and in bzedth 80.

Somewhat bepond this Cliffords Inne, is the South end of 
New ſtreet (02 Chancelar lane) on the right hand, whereof is 
Sericants Inne called, in Chancerie lane. 

Aud then next was ſometime the Youſe of the Conuerted 
Jewes, founded by King Henry the third, in place of a Jewes 
Vouſe to him fozfeited, in the peere 1233. and the, 17. of his 
Neigne, who builded there foz them a faire Churchznow vſed, 
and called the Chappell, foz the cuſtodie of Rolies and Res 
toꝛds of Chancerie. It ſtandeth not farre from the Old Tem- 
ple, but in the mid-way betweene the Old Temple and the 
New: in the which Mouſe, all ſuch Jewes and Infidels ag 
were conuerted to the Chziſtian Faith, were ozdained any 
appointed vnder an honeſt rule of life) ſufficient maintenance; 
wherebp it came to paſſe, that in ſhot time there were gathe⸗ 
red a great number of Conuerts, which were baptized, inſtru⸗ 
&ed in the Doctrine of Chziſt, and there lined bnder a Lear⸗ 
ned Chziſtian, appointed to gouerne them. Since the which 
time, to wit, in the peere 1290. all the Jewes in England 
were baniſhed out of the Realme , wherebp the number of 
Connerts in this place was decayed : and therefoze, in the 
peere 1377. this Youſe was annexed by Patent to Willi- 
am Burſtall, Clerke , Cuſtos Rotulorum, oz Keeper of the 
Rolles of the Chancerie, by Edward the third, in the 51.

New Temple. Next, is the New Temple, ſo called, becauſe the Templers 


befo2e the building of this houſe, had their Temple in Old- 
boorne. This houſe was founded by the Knights Templers, 
in England, in the raigne of Henry the ſecond, and the (ame 
was dedicated to God and our bleſſed Lady, by Heraclius, Pas 
triarke of the Church, called the holy Reſurrection in Icruſa- 
lem, in the peere of Chailt, 1185. 

Theſe nights Templers tooke their beginning about the 


che Templers. here 1118. in manner kollowing: Certaine Noble - men, hoꝛſe⸗ 


men, religiouſip bent, bound by vow themſelnes in the hands 
of the Patriarke of leruſalem, to ſerue Chziſl after the man- 
ner of Reguler Canons, in chaſtity and obedience, and to re- 
nounce their owne pꝛaper willes fo2 euer: the firſt of which 
ozder were Hugb Paganus, and Geffrey de S. Andromare. 
| And 
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And whereas at the firft they had no tertaine habitation, Bald- 
win, King of leruſalem, graunted vnto them a dwelling place 
in his Palace by the Temple, and the Canons of the fame 
Temple, gaue them the ſtreete, therebp to build therein 
their houſes of office , and the Patriarke, the Bing, the Nos 
bles, and the P2elates ,gaue vnto them certaine reuenues out 
of their Loꝛdſhips. | 


Their firſt pzofeſſion was foꝛ ſafegardof the Pilgrimes, Profcflion of 


comming to viſite the Sepulchze, and to keepe the high waies 
againſt the lying in waite of theeues, ec. About ten peeres af- 
ter, they had a rule appointed vnto them, and a white Yabite, 
by Honorius the ſetond then Pope; and whereas they had but 
nine in number, they began to increaſe-greatly. Afterward in 
Pope Eugenius time, they bare Croſſes of red cloth on their 
vppermoſt garments, to be knowne from others: and in ſhozt 
time,becauſe they has their firſt manſion hard by the Temple 
of our Lo2d in:leruſalem, they were called Knights of the 
Temple, 

Many Noble-men in all parts of Chꝛiſtendome, became 
Bzethzen of this ozder, and builded foz themſelues Tem⸗ 
ples in euerp City 02 great Towne in England, but this at 
London was their chiefe houſe , which they builded af- 
ter the fozme of the Temple neere to the Sepulchze of 
our Lozd at Ieruſalem. Thep had alſo other Temples in 
Cambridge, Briſtow, Canterbury, Douer, Warwicke. This 
Temple in London was often made a Stozehouſe of mens 
— ure, I meane ſuch as feared the ſpoyle thereof in other 
places. 


Mathew Paris noteth, that in the peere 1232. Hubert de Mathew Paris. 
Burgh, Carle of Kent, being pꝛiſoner in the Tower of Lon- Huber Earle of 
don, the Ring was enfo2med that hee had much treaſure lapd Keur, hs Trea- 


bp in this New Temple, vnder the cuſtody of the Templer-4 
whereupon he ſent foz the Maſter of the Temple, and exami- 
ned him ſtraightlp, who confeſſed, that monepbeing deline- 
red vnto him and his Bꝛethꝛen to bee kept, he knew not how 
much there was of it : the King demandcy to haue the ſame 
delivered: but it was anſwered, that the moncy being com ;

Theſe Templers at this time were in lo great glozp, that 
they entertayned the Nobility , fozraine Ambaſſado2s, and 
MathewParis, the P2ince himſelfe very often, infomuch that Mathew Pa- 
ris crieth out on them fo their pꝛide, who being at the 
firſt ſo poze, as they had but one hoꝛſe to ſerue two of them, 
in token whereof they gaue in their Seale, two men riding 
on one hozſe) pet ſodainly they wored ſo inſolent, that they 
diſdapned other ozders, and ſozted themſelnes with Noble- 
men.

Robert Triſi- 
lian chiefe Juftice, came to the City of Couentrie, and there 
ſate by the ſpace of a moneth, as Juſtice of the Kings Benches, 
and cauſed to bee inditedin that Court , about thenumber of 
two thouſand perſons of that Country, ec. 

It ſeemeth therefo2e,that fo2 that time, the Pziſon oꝛ Gaole 
of that Court was not farre off. Alſo, in the peere 1392. the 
16. ok the ſame Richard, the Archbiſhop of Yorke being Lo2d 
Chaunceloz , foz god will that he bare to his City, cauſed the 
Kings Bench and Chauncery to bee remoued from London to 
Yorke, but ere long they were returned to London. 

Then is the Marſhalſey another Gaole oz Pꝛiſon, ſo called, 
as pertaining to the Parſhalles of England. Of what conti- 
nuance kept in South warke, J haue not learned: but like it is, 
that the ſame hath beene remoueable , at the pleaſure of the 
Parſchalls. Foꝛ J finde, that in the peere 1376. the fiftieth of 
Edward the 3. Henry Percie (being Parſhall ) kept his pziſo⸗ 
ners in the City of London, where hauing comnntted one 
lohn Prendargeſt, of Norwich, contrary to the liberties of the 
City of London, the Citizens, by perſwaſion of the Lo2d 
Fitzwalter, their Standard⸗bearer, toke Armour, and ranne 
with great rage to the Marſhalls Inne, bꝛake vp the gates, 
bzought out the pꝛiſoner, and conuaped him away, minding to 
haue burnt the ſtocks in the middeſt of their City; but they 
firſt ſought foz Sir Henry Percy, to haue puniſhed him, as J 
haue noted in my Annales.

Fromthis pꝛecinct of Saint Katherine to Wapping in the 
Caſt, the vſuali place of execution fe; hanging of Pirats and 
Dea-Rouers,. at the low water marke, there to remaine, till 
thꝛeꝛ tides had onerflowed them, was neuer a houſe fftanding 
within thee fiftie peeres: but ſince (the Gallowes being af- 
fer remoued farther off) a continuall ſtreete, oz filthy ſtraight 
paſſage,with Alleyes of (mali tenements oz Cottages is buil⸗ 
ded, inhabited by Saylozs and victualers, along by the ri- 
ner of Thames, almoſt to Radcliffe, a good mile from the 
Lower.

de worth, mindes, much vnlike to the diſpoſition of the ancient Citi⸗ 
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zens, who delighted in the building of Hoſpitals, and Almel⸗ 
houſes foz the poꝛe, and therein both imploped their wits and 
ſpent their wealths in pzeferment of the common commodi⸗ 
ty of this our City. 


But now tocome backe againe to Moregate, and from Ssuburbe wich, 
thence Weſt thꝛough a narrow paſſage, called the Poſterne, „ Cupble. 
becauſe it hath at either end a doze to ſhut in the night ſeaſon, >< 


betwirt the More ditch incloſed with Bick foz Tenter⸗ 
yards, and the Gardens of the ſaiv Morefield, to Morelane: a 
part of the Suburbe without Cripplegate, without this Poy 
ſterne called Cripplegate, alſolay a part of the ſaid More, e⸗ 
nen to the Riner of Wels, as in an other place J haue ſhewed, 
and no houſes were there builded, till the latter end of the 
raigne of William the Conqueroz, and his Sonne William 
Rufus, about which times, ſome few honſes were there buil- 
ded along Eaſt and Meſt, thwart befoze the ſaid Gate. One 
Alfune builded foꝛ the inhabitants a Pariſh Church which is 


of Saint Giles, ſomewhat Weſt from the ſaid Gate, and is Pariſh Church 
now on the banke of the Towne ditch , and lo was there a of 5. Ces. 


ſtreet ſince called Foreſtreet, as ſtanding befoze the Gate. 
This Alfune in the raigne of Henry the the firſt became the 
fiiſt Yoſpiteler of Saint Bartholomewes Poſpitall in Smith- 
field, ag in another place J haue noted. And this Pariſh 
Church of Saint Giles, being at the firſt aſmall thing, ſtood in 
place where now ſtandeth the Wicarage honſe, but hath bene 
ſince (at diuers times) much enlarged, accoꝛding as the Pariſh 
hath increaſed, and was at the length ne wlp builded in place 
where now it ſfandeth. But the ſame new Church being 


large, ſtrongly builded and richly furniſhed with Dznaments, 


was in the peere 1545. by caſualty of fire ſoꝛe burnt and con- 
ſumed: notwithllanding, it was againe (within a ſhoꝛt ſpace 
of time) repaired as now it ſheweth. 

Some little diſtance from the Eaſt end of this Church, ſtan⸗ 
deth a faire Conduit caſtellated in Foreſtreet. Then had pee a 
Bolle of ſweete water in the wall of the Church-pard, lately 
made a Pumpe, but already decaped.

and too much frequented,

Nozth is White Croſſe ſtreet, likewiſe extending it ſelfe vp to 


the Weſt end of Eucrades Well ſtreet, and from the end there- 
of to Ealdeſtreet. 

— From the Mleſt end of Foreſtreet lyeth Red Croſſe ſtreet, 
from the which Croſſe, on the right hand Caſt lpeth Becch 
lane, and reacheth to the White Croſſe ſtreet. From Red 

Golding lane. Croſſe Nozth lyeth Golding lane, which ſtretcheth vp to a 
| Croſſe in Ealdeſtreet, which Golding lane (on both the ſides) 
is repleniſhed with many Tenements of pooe people. 

On the left hand, and Weſt of the Red Croſſe lpeth a ſtreet, 
of old time called Houndſ-ditch, and of later time named Bar 
bican,of ſuch tauſe as J haue befoze noted. And thus haue pou 
all the Duburbe.without Cripplegate, being almoſt altogether 
in the Pariſh of S. Giles, Which hath moze then 1 800, Youſe 
holders, ano aboue 4000, Communicants, 

Suburbe with. Mithout Alderſgate, on the left hand,isthePariſh Church 
out Alderſgate gf . Buttolph, on the No2th fide of the which Church lpeth a 
wap, called Little Britaine ſtreet, towards the Pꝛiozp of Saint 
Bartholomew in Smirbfield;but the high-wap without Alderſ- 


gate, runneth ſtraight No2th from the ſaid gate vnto Houndſ- 


ditch 02 Barbican ſtreet on the right hand, and Long lane on the 
leſt hand, which runneth into Swithfield. 

Then from the farther end of Alderſgate ſtreete, ſtraight 
Nozth tothe Barre, is called Goſwell ſtreet, repleniſhed with 
ſmall Tenements, Cottages, and Allies, Gardens, Bangue⸗ 
ting houſes and bowling places. 

Bepond theſe Bars, leauing the Charter- houſe on the left 
hand,

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This houſe he founded vpon this occaſion: A great Peſti- 
tence entring this Aland, began firſt in Dorletſhire, then pꝛo⸗ 
tteded into Deuonſhire, Somerſetſhire, Gloceſter ſhire, and 
Oxfordſhire, and at length tame to London, and ouer-ſpzed all 
England, ſo waſting the people, that ſcarce the tenth perſon of 
all loꝛts was left aliue, and Church-pards were not ſufficient 
to receive the dead, but men were foꝛced to chuſe out certaine 
fields fo2 burials: whereupon Ralph Stratford, Biſhop of Lon- 
don, in the peere 1348. bought a piece of ground, called No 


No mans land mans land, which he intloſed with a wall of Bꝛicke, and dedi⸗

ffendeth the Pariſh Church of D. Clement Danes, ſo called, Pariſn Church 


becauſe Haroldea Daniſh Ring, and other Danes were buri- 
ed there. | 

This Harolde, whom king Canutus had by a Concubine, 
reigned 3. peeres, and was buried at Weſtminſter ; but after- 
ward, Hardicanutus, the lawful ſonne of Canucus, in reuenge 
of a diſpleaſure done to his mother, by expelling her out of the 
Realme, and the murder of his bzother Alvred, commanded 
the body of Harolde to bee digged out of the earth, and to bee 
thzowne into the Thames, where it was bp a Fiſherman taken 
bp and buried in this Church-yard. But out of a faire Lea⸗ 
ger Booke , ſometime belonging to the Abbey of Chartſey, 
in the County of Surrey is noted, as in Francis Thin, after 
this ſozt: 

In the reigne of King Ethelred, the Monaſterie of Chartſey 
was deſtroyed, 90. Monkes of that houſe were ſlaine by the 
Danes, whoſe bodies were buried in a place neere to the

Howard, Loꝛd Clinton, andLg2d Cromwell, ſonne and heire 

to Thomas Cromwell, Earle of Eſſex, and Chamberlaine of . 
England, with other; and that day, after the Juſts were per- 
koꝛmed, the Challengers rode vnto this Durham houſe, where 
they kept open houſehold, and feaſted the King, and Nueene, 
with her Ladies any all the Court. 

The ſecond day Anthony Kingſton, and Richard Cromwell 
were made-lanights there.

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Nurcſerie foz the Church, in the yeere 1560. Foz there ſhe ez⸗ 
dained (to the glozie of God, and the pꝛopagation of true Reli- 
gion and good Literature) a Deane, twelue Pzebendaries, 
an vpper Paſter, and an Uſher foz the Schoole, koztie Schol⸗ 
lers, tearmed the Queenes oz Kings Schollers; who{(at their 
due times) are pzeferred to both the Univerſities : beſides 
Miniſters, Singers, and Ozganiſts, tenne Quiriſters, and 
twelue pooze Douldtozs, Ec. 

The firſt Deane then of that Foundation, was Maſter Wil- 
liam Bill; who being taken away within two peeres, had foz 
his ſucceſſoꝛ, Paſter Gabriel Goodman, Doctoz of Diuinitie: 
who, when he had gonerned this Collegiate Church ( with 
great commendation) the ſpace of foztie peeres, died in the 
peere of our Lozd God 1601. And then Paſter Lancelot An- 
drewes, Doctoz alſo in Diuinitie,ſucceeded him: next, Doctoz 
Neale; and after him, Dodo; Mountaine. 

Sebert was buried in this Church, with his wife Athe)go- 
da; whoſe bodies, many peres after, to wit, in the raigne of 
Richard the ſecond (ſaith Walſingham) were tranſlated from 
the old Church to the new, and there interred. 

Edgar, Ding of the Weſt Saxons, repapꝛzed this Ponaſte- 
rie about the peere of Chꝛiſt, 958. Edward the Confeſſoz 
builded it of new; whereupon T. Clifford wziteth thus: 

Without the Walls of Leudon (ſayth hee) vpon the Riuer 
of Thames, there was in times paſſed a little Monaſterie, buil- 
ded to the honour of God and S. Peter, with a few Benedittine 
Monkes in it, vnder an Abbot, ſeruing Chriſt : very poore they 
were, and little was giuen them for their reliefe. Here the King 
intended (for that it was neere to the famous Citie of London, 
and the Riuer of Thames, that brought in all kind of Marchan. 
dizes from all parts of the world) to make, his Sepulchre: He 
eommanded therefore, that of the tenthes of all his Rents, the 
Worke ſhould be begun, in ſuch ſort, as ſhould become the 
Prince of the Apoſtles, 

At this his commandement, the Wozke was nobly begun, 
enen from the foundation, and happily pꝛocteded, till the ſame

King Henry the third, in the peere of Chꝛiſt, 1220. and in 
the fift of his reigne, began the new wozk of our Ladies Chap⸗ 
pell, whereof he layd the firſt ſtone in the foundation, and in 
the peere 1245 · the walls and ſteeple of the old Church vuil- 
ded by King Edward) were taken downe , and inlargt:* the 
ſame Church, cauſed them to be made moꝛe comely. Foz the 
furtherance whereof, in the peere 1246. the ſame King (diui⸗

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All which labour of 66. peeres, was in the peere 1 299. de⸗ 
faced by a fire, kindled in the leſler Hall of the kings Palace, 
at Weſtminſter, the ſame with many other houſes adiopning, 
and with the Queenes Chamber were all conſumed,the flame 
thereof alſo (being dꝛiuen with the wind) fired the Monaſtery, 
which was alſo with the Palace conſumed. 

Then was the Ponaſterp againe repaired by the Abbots of 
that Church, Ring Edward the firſt and his ſucceſſoꝛs, putting 
to their helping hands. 

Edward the ſecond appꝛopꝛiated vnto this Church, the Pa- 
tronages ot the Churches of Kelueden and Sabritſwor th in 
Eſſex, in the Dioceſſe of London. 

Simon Langham Abbot (hauing been a great builder there 
in the peere 136 2.) gaue 400. li. to the building of the body of 
the Church: but ( amongſt others) Abbot Iſlip was (in his 
time) a great bnilder there, as may appeare in the fone wozk, 
and glaſſe windowes of the Church.

The Altar and Sepulture of theſame King Henry the ſe- 
genth, wherein his body reſteth in this his new Chappel,was 


made and finiſhedzn the peere 1519. by one Peter a Painter of 


Florence ; 
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Flozence : foz the which he receined 1 000. pound ſfarling,fo2 
the whole ſtuffe and wozkemanſhip,at the hands of the Kings 
executoꝛs, Richard, Biſhop of Wincheſter, Richard, Biſhop 
of London, Thomas, Biſhop of Durham, Ioan, Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, Thomas, Duke of Norfolke, Treaſurer of England, 
Charles, Carle of Worceſter,the Kings Chamberlaine, Tohn 
Fineaux, Knight, chiefe Juſtice of the Kings Bench, Robert 
Reade, Linight, chiefe Juſtice of the Common pleas. 


This Ponaſterie being valued to diſpend by the peere wenmingcr x 
3470. pound, #c, was ſurrendzed to Henry the eight in the Biſhops Sea, 


peere 1539. Benſon then Abbot, was made the firſt Deane : 
and not long after, it was aduanced to a Biſhops Sea, in the 
peere 1541- Thomas Thurleby, being both the firſt andlaſt Bis 
ſhop there, who, when he had impoueriſhed the Church, was 
tranſlated to Norwich, in the peere 15 50. the fourth of Ed- 
ward the ſixt, and from thence to Ely, in the peere 15 54. the 
ſecond of Nugne Mary, Richard Cox, Dottoz in Diuinitp 
(late Schole-maſter to ging Edward the ſixt ) was made 
Deane of Weſtminſter, whame Queene Mary put out, and 
made Doctoz Weſton Deane, vntill the peere x5 56. and then 
he being remoued from thence on the 21. of Nonember, lohn 
Feckenham (late Deane of Pauls) was made Abbot of Weſt-

And with her huſband Sebert (as 
alreadie wee haue ſaid) lyeth in this Church, which himſelfe 
founded, ina Tombe of Lead honourablp buried.

Whict: Pope abſoluing his ſaid 
Vow, wrote backe vnto him, That the expences prepared 
for his trauaile,he ſhould beſtow vpon the poore; and a Mo- 
naſterie (in the honour of S. Peter) hee ſhould either newly 
build,or repaire ſome old one. The Legates being returned, 
Vifinur, ſometime a Monke, perſwading, and all the Councell 
of the Kingdome approuing, he repaired #eſtminſter againe.

rites, to know the manners of men, but whether in hatred to 
her father, or loue to Chaſtitie he did it, it remaineth vucer- 
raine. Some do affirme, that this holy K. was not willing to 
beget any heires, that ſnhould ſucceed him out of a treche- 
rous race. 


She is buried Matilda, Queene of England, Daughter to Malcolme, K. of 


Scots, and wife to K. H. the firſt, brought vnto him childfen, 
William, Richard and Mary, which periſhed by ſhipwracke, 
and Maude Empreſſe , who was wife to Heury the fift, Ceſar 
Auguſtus, and Mother to K. Heut the ſecond. This Queene 
(as Wil. Malmeſbury avowerth) every day in the Lent time 
went toWeitminſter ,bare-foot and bare-legd, and wearing 
a garment of haire, She died 1118, and lieth without any

The wozks of this famous Poet Geffrey Chaucer, were 
partly publiſhed in Pzint by William Caxton, Mercer, that 
firſt bꝛought the incomparable Art of Pꝛinting into England, 
which was inthe reigne of King Keorie the 6. Afterward, en⸗ 
creaſed by Paſter William Thinne, Eſquire, in the reigne of 
King H. the eight. Since then, co2rected and twiſe encreaſed 
though mine own painefull labours, in the reigne of Nucene 
Elizabeth, to wit, in the peere, 1561, And againe, beautified 
with diners ample notes, by mee collected ont of ſundzy Re- 
toꝛds and Bonuments , which J deiinered to my louing and 
learned friend, Paſter Thomas Speight, And hee ( haning 
dzawne them into a good foꝛme and methode, as alſo, explai⸗ 
ned moſt of the old and obſcure woꝛds) publiſhed the ſame 
wozke againe, in An.

1397. by Richard the ſecond, who cauſed the wals, windowes Weſtminſter | 
androofe, to be taken downe, and new made, with a ſtately e Payred. 
poꝛch, and diuers lodgings of a marua ilous wozke, and with 
great coſts. All which bee leuied of Strangers baniſhed, oz 
flying out of their Countries, who obtained licence to remaine 
in this Land by the Kings Charters, which they had purcha- 
ſed with great ſummes of money, lohn Boterell being then 
Clarke of the wozkes. 

This Hall being finiſhed in the peere 1399. the ſame Bing Great feaſts 
kept a moſt royall Chziſtmas there, with daply Zuſtings, at Weſtmin- 
and runnings at Tilt, whereunto reſozted ſuch a number of fler Hall. 
people, that there was euerp dap ſpent twenty eight, oz 
twentie fixe Dren, and thzee hundzed ſheepe, . beſide fowle 
without number. 

He cauſed a Gowne foz himſelfe to bee made of Gold, gar 

niſhed with Pearle and pzecions Stones, to the value of thꝛee 
thouſand Parkes. Ye was garded by Cheſhiremen, and had 
about him commonly thirteene Biſhops, beſides Barons, 
Knights, Eſquires, and other moze then needed: inſomuch, 
that to the houſehold came euerp dap to meate , ten thonſand 
people, as appeareth by the meſſes told out from the Bitchin 
to thzeehundzed Sernito2s. 

Thus was this great Hall, foz the honour of the Pꝛince, Ro.lucletfe. 
oftentimes furniſhed with gheſts, not onely in this Kings

in the Cathedꝛal Church of S. Paul, a great multitude of peo- 
ple being there pꝛelent, ſuddenly the weather waxed darke, 
ſg 
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ſo as one could ſcantip ſe another, and an ho2rible thunder. 
clap lighted on the Church, which lo ſhooke it, that it was like 
to haue fallen. And therewithall out ofa dacke cloud pꝛacee⸗ 
ded a flaſh of lightning, that all the Church ſermed to bee on 
fire; whereupon ſuch a ſtench enſued, that all men thought 
they ſhould haue dped: thouſands of men and women ran out 
of the Church, and being aſtanied, fell vpon the ground voyd 
of all ſence and vnderſtanding. ” 4 

None of all the multitude taried 5 — the Bi⸗ 
ſhap and one Deacon, which ſtood ſtill befo2e the high Altar, 
awapting the will of God: when the Apze was clranſed, the 
multitude returned into the Church, and the Biſhop ended 
the Seruite. 


This Roger Niger is commended to haue beene a man of Mathew Paris, 


wozthy life, excellentlp well learned, a notable Pꝛeacher, plea⸗ 
ſant in talke, milde of countenance, and liberall at his Table. 
De admoniſhed the Uſurers of his time, toleaue ſuch enozmi⸗ 
ties, as thep tendzed the ſaluation of their ſoules, and to doe 
penance foz that they had committed: but when he ſawe they 
laughed him to ſcozne, and alſo thzeatned hin, the Biſhop 
generally excommunicated and accurſed all luch, and comman- 
ded ftrickly that fuch Uſurers ſhould depart further from the 
Citp of London, which hitherta had beene 1gnozant of ſuch 
miſchiefe and wickedneſſe, left his Dioces ſhould be infected 
therewithall.

This Dioces is diuided into Pariſhes , euery Pariſh ha⸗ 
uing his Parſon, oꝛ Uicar at the leaſt, learned men foz the 
molt part, and ſufficient Pꝛeachers to inſtruct the people. 

There were in this Citie, and within the Suburbs there- 
of in the reigne of Henry the ſecond (as wꝛiteth Fitz Ste- 

phens) thirteene great Conuentuall Churches, beſides the 
leſſer ſozt, called Pariſh Churches, to the number of 126. all 
which Conuentual Churches, and ſome others ſince that time

His City of London being vnder the go⸗ 
uernment of the Britaines, Romans, and 


City of the whole Kealm, was at length 
deſtrsicd by the Danes, eleft deſolate, 
as map appeare by our Hiſtozies. But 
Alfred Ring of the Meſt Saxons , ha- 

—— uing bꝛought this whole KNealme (from 
many parts) into one Ponarchie; honozably repapꝛed this Ci⸗ 
ty, and made it againe habitable , and then committed the cus 
ſtody thereof to his Sonne in law Adhered, Carle of Mercia. 
After whoſe deccaſe, the Citie, with all other poſleſlions per⸗ 
taining to the ſayd Earle, returned to King Edward, firna- 
med the Elder, tc. And lo remained in the Kings hands, be- 
ing gouerned vnder him by Poꝛtgraues (oꝛ Poꝛtreues) which 
name is compounded of the 2. Saxon woꝛds, Porte and Gerefe 
o2 Reue. Porte betokeneth a Towne, and Gerefe ſigniſieth a 
Gardtan,Ruler oz Keeper of the Towne. 

Theſe Gouernors of old time (ſayth Robert Fabian) with the 
lawes and cuſtomes then vſed within this Citie, were regiſtred 
in a Booke, called, the Doomeſ-day Book, written in the Sax- 
on Tongue: but of later dayes, when the lawes and cuſtomes 
were changed, and for that alſo the ſayd Booke was of a {mall 
hand, ſore defaced, and hard to be read or vnderſtood; it was 
leſſe ſet by, ſo that it was imbezeled and loſt. Thus farre 
Fabian.

1300 The 29. of Edward the firft, the ſapd King toke to 
wife Margaret, Differ to Philip Le Beau, King of France, and 
they were married at Canterbury. The Queene was conuai⸗ 
ed to London, and the Citizens, to the number of 600.rode in 
one Liuerp ol Redde and White , with the Cognizances of 
their Pyſteries embzopdered vpon their lleeues: they retei⸗ 
ved her foure miles out of London, and ſo conuaied her to 
Weſtminſter.

who dwelt in Fenchurch ſtreet, auer⸗againſt the pariſhChurch 
of B. Dionis, left his picture, as of an Alderman ina Gowne 
of Scarlet on his backe, a Hood on his head ,xc- as is in that 
houſe (and elſe where) to be ſ&ne. 

Foz a further monument of thoſe later times men map be ; 
hold the glale windowes of the Maioꝛs Court in the Guild- 
Hall, aboue the ſfaires, the Paioz is there pictured, fitting in 
an habite, party- coloured, and a Hood on his head, his Dwozd- 
bearer befoꝛe him, with an Hat oz Cap of maintenance, the 
Common Clark, and other Dfficers bare headed, their Doods 
on their ſhoulders.

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The youthfull Citizens alſo toke them chew faſhion 
of flat Caps, knit of wollen parne black; but ſo light, that they 
were foꝛced to tye them vnder their chinnes, foz elſe the wind 
would be maſter ouer them. The vſe of theſe flat round caps 
ſo far increaſed (being of leſte pzice then the French Bonet) 
that in ſho2t time, ſome young Aldermen tooke the wearing of 
them, Sir lohn White ware it in his Maiozalty, and was the 
firſt that left example ts his followers ; but now the Spaniſh 
Felt, oꝛ the like counterfaif , is moſt commonly of all men 
(both Spirituall and Tempozall ) taken to vſe , ſs that the 
French Bonet oz ſquare Cap, and alſo the round oz flat Cap, 
haue (foʒ the moſt part) giuen place to the Spaniſh Felt. 

But pet in London, amongſt the grauer ſozt (7 meane the 
Wiueries of Companies) remaineth a memoꝛy of the Boods, 
of old time wozne by their pzedeceſſo:s : Theſe Hoods were 
then wozne, the Noundelets vpon their heads, the Skirts to 
hang behind in their neckes to keepsthem warme, the Tippit 

Ne on their ſhoulder, oz to wind about their neckes; theſe 
Hoods were (of old time) made in colours , acco2ding to their 
Gownes, which were ok two colours, as Red and Blue, oz 
Ned and Purple, Purrey , oꝛ as it pleaſed their Baſters and 
Wardens to appoint to the Companies.

The ſoze-· named King Sebert died the laſt day of Julp, An- 
no Domini 616. whole wife, named Ethelgoda, cloles bp her 
lateſt vay of life befoze the ſaiv Sebert, viz. the 13. day of Sep- 
tember, Anno Domini 615. And with her huſband Sebert (as 
alreadie wee haue ſaid) lyeth in this Church, which himſelfe 
founder, in a Tombe of Lead honeurably buried.

Edward, King of England, for his ſiugular pietie numbred a- 
mong the Confeltors , was the ſonne of King Atheldred. — 
The annual penſion of foure thouſand pound, called Dangelt, ſaid Chappell, 
he remitted to the Engliſh Legates(as Matth. weſtm. writeth) PPointed for 
He ſent to Rome, to Pope Damaſus, to be abſolued of a Vow . 
which he had promiſed by a iourney to Rome, if he obtained 
his Paternall Kingdome. Which Pope abfoluing his ſaid 
Vo, wrote backe vnto him, That the expences prepared 
for his trauaile, he ſhould beſtow vpon the poore; and a Mo- 
naſterie (in the honour of S. Peter) hee ſhould either newly 
build, or repaire ſome old one. The Legates being returned. 
* a Monke, perſwading, and all the Councell 
of the Kingdome approving, he repaired eſtminſter againe. 
He died Anne 1066. and there lyeth honourably interred in 
a Marble Tombe, checquered with varietie of beautiful co- 
- ours, in the middeſt of the Chappell, with theſe Verſes:
